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Lonpon, Jan. 16.—The Parnell Commics- - 
sion to-day surprised everybody by declin- 
ing to punish Mr. William O’Brien, and, in 
fact, rather taking his side in his attack 
upon the manner in which the Times has’ 
conducted its case against the Parnellites, 
both inside and outside the court. Myr. 
O’Brien himself was greatly surprised and 
elated, not at his escape from the penalty 
for contempt, but at éstablishing what he 
regards as a valuable precedent in the polit- 
ical liberty of the British press. 

Ihad afew minutes’ talk with him this 
evening before he left for Ireland, where 
enough indictments await him to keep him 
in prison for the rest of his life. He was 
in high spirits and better than usual in 
health, and asked that New Year’s greet- 
ings to his friends in the New World be 
sent for him before he begins prison life 
again. 

The chief witness to-day was one of the 
Pheonix Park murderers, Pat Delaney, whe 
swore away the life of his own brother six 
years ago. He testified to having seen Gen. 
Millen and John Devoy in Ireland as visit- 
ing delegates of the Fenian Brotherhood. 
His efforts to connect the League with the 
Fenians and Invincibles did not stand the 
test of cross-examination, which Mr. Davitt 
will continue to-morrow. Delaney is a life 
convict, and another felon is to succeed 
him in the witness box to-morrow.

Loxpon, Jan. 16.—Upon the resumption of 
the session of the Parnell Cemmission this 
morning Presiding Justice Hannen said that 
Mr. William O’Brien’s article in United /reland, 
for which he was summoned to appear before 
the court, exceeded fair discussion of the case 
under investigation, but he admitted that there 
was some force in Mr. O’Brien’s arguments re- 


garding the continued circulation of the /imes’s 
pamphliets, aod said he believed no disrespect 
Was intended to be shewn toward the court by 
the article. Therefore, he would not punish Mr. 
O’Brien. He added, however, that in future 
cases of a similar nature would be more severely 
treated. 

Patrick Delaney, a convict in the Marybor- 
ough Prison, testitied that he belonged to the 
Fenians unti] September, 1882. The prineipal 
leaders of the organization were Messrs. Egan 
and brennap, Dr. Macalister, John Lavey, and 
John Doran. About 1879 anumber of the dele- 
gates, including Jen O'Conxor, Jon Devoy, and 
Gen. Millen, came from America. Witness at- 
tended # meeting in Ferester’s Hall in Dublin, 
at which John Devoy represented the American 
Council. Gen. Millen inspeeted the military 
organization. It was arranged that arms ( 
provided and the expenses paid. At anothe: 
meeting held in the Rotunda, Messrs. Davitt, 
Parnell, Egan, Biggar, Dillon, Brennan, and 
Harris attended. Curley at this meeting at- 
tacked Mr. Davitt for not adhering to the prin- 
ciples of the organization. After the meeting 
Witness was told that the circles were not op- 

xosed to the League, whickh*would organize the 
‘enians in the country snd supply ‘them with 
arms. 

Witness said he had fergotten a portion of the 
Invincibies’ oath, bui the prineipal part was to 
assassinate the Viceroy and the whole Executive 
of Ireland. The Invincibles received money 
from the League. Messrs. Egan, Byrne, and 
Tynan paid some to Daniel Delaney, Mullet, and 
Brady. Witness was deputed to watch the 
movements of Mr. Korster, at that time Chief 
Secretary tor Ireland. Joseph Brady and Tim- 
othy Kelly were delegated to shoot Mr. Forster. 
Witness intercepted persons cressing the Queen- 
Street Bridge, while Brady and Kelly endeav- 
ored to carry out their purpose. Witness took 
no part in the Phoenix Park murders. Mrs. 
Byrne brought over the two knives that were 
used in committing those murders. 

Ata meeting of acommittee of the Invinci- 
bles, held after the Phwnix Park murders, a 
quantity of gold and bank notes was laid upon 
atable. Afterward more revolvers, daggers, 
aud money came. Delaney further spoke of an 
attempt te hire a house on Castie Hill from 
wiivnh offieials of the castie could be sbot with 
rifles. Carey failed to get the house. [n 1881, 
when Carey was a candidate for the Dublin 
Manicipai Oouncil, Egan promised that all his 
expenses Would be paid. Egan held that an 
Invineible ought to be Lord Mayor. Delaney 
identified letters signed by Egan. When ques- 
tioned in regard to Egan’s letter in which 
reference is made to a fund Delaney said he 
knew nothing about such a fund. 

On cross-examination by Sir Charles Russell 
Witness admitted that when 17 years old he was 
sentenced tu penal servitude for five years for 
highway robbery. He enrolled himself with the 
Fenians the same night he left prison. Whenhe 
Was aceused of the Phwnix Park murders he 
gave the authorities all the information in his 
possession. It was his wife who, while visiting 
him in prison, warned him that he was suspest- 
ed in oounection with the Pbonix Park :our- 
ders. He thereupon supplied a written state- 
ment to the prison officlalsa. When asked how 
he came te give the Times evidence, he stated 
that Crown Solieitor Shanson came to the jaila 
fortnight ago and took his swornstatement. Re- 
curring to the Fenian organization, he declared 
that it Was never an assassination society exsept 
in cases where somebody infermed against them. 
The Fenians seught to fight openly, and were 
very different from the Invineibles. He knew 
Egan, Brennan, and Byrne to be Fenians in 
1876, having met them at a 2 ae meeting. He 
admitted that he never met them ameng the 
Invincibles, but knew they were leagers of the 
Invincibles through Carey and others. He never 
saw apy ene of them giving money to anybody, 
but had seen money ona table at which Byrne 
Was sitting. Tho witness stated that he was 
sentenced to death for complicity in the Phenix 
Park murders, and Lord Spencer commuted his 
sentence to life imprisyunment, which he is now 
ungergoing.

THE WAR IN ZANZIBAR. 

ZANZIBAR, Jan. 16.—The attack made by the 
insurgents on the German missionary station at 
Dar-es-Salem began at an early hour on the 
morning of Jan. 11. The station, which was en- 
tirely unguarded, contained 100 natives who 
had been freed from slavery and three male and 
two female missionaries. One of the missien- 
aries was severely wounded, but escaped and 
sueceeded in reaching the German man-of-war 
Mowe. The other persons at the etation were all 
captured by the insurgents, who sold them into 
slavery in the interior. - 

The insurgents pillaged the town. The Miwe 
bombarded the town and souerege® it, but did 
no harm to the insurgents. The insurgents 
captured a Unyamwizi ivory caravan, butupon 
the porters swearing allegiance to Bushir1 their 
lives were spared. 

it is reported that the insurgents are: march- 
ing upon another German missienary sta- 
tion where there are several unprotected mis- 
sionaries and 150 freed natives. Bushiri is 
actively recruiting soldiers. 


IN HONOR OF MINISTER PHELPS. 

LONDON, Jan. 16.—Mr. Phelps, the United 
States Minister, was the chief guest at a ban 
quet given by the Fishmongers’ Company this 
evening. Mr. Phelps in aspeech said that the 
only complaint he had to bring against this 


country was thatthe people had made 1t more 
difficult for him to say good-bye to them than to 
perform any duty thathe had to do since he 
came. He hoped often to have the pleasure of 
seeing in one eountry, if notin another, his nu- 
merous English friends. Therefore, in saying 
farewell, he would adopt the poet’s sentiments: 
“Say not good night,’ butin some brighter clime 
Bid me ‘Good morning.’” 

Sir Charles Tupper, Lord Coleridge, Consul- 
General Waller, Mr. Henry White, Secretary of 
the American Legation; Gen. Stewart, Sir 
Francis De Winton, and a hoat of distinguished 
persons were present at the banquet. Mr. 
Phelps caused much laughter by amusing ref- 
erences to the fisheries dispute. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Romk, Jan. 16.—The obsequies of the Marquis 
de Terreurasa at Palermo to-day had to he sus- 
pended on account of the fall of a roof during 
the passing of the cortége. There were 36 per- 
sone on the roof at the time, and 24 were badly 
injared. The wounded were taken toa hospital, 
where they were afterward visited by the 
Minister of Edueation, who left $600 for the 
sufferers, 

TUNIS, Jan. 16.—The report that the White- 
chapel murderer had been arrested here arose 
from the arrest of an English vagabond named 
Alfred Grey, whofe height, age, and general as- 
pect correspond with the descriptien of the 
Whitechapel murderer pubiished in the news- 
papers. Grey still remains in custody. 

PARIS, Jan. 16,—The majority of the Royal- 
ists have decided to vote for Gen. Boulanger 
in the coming election in the Seine Department. 

The /emps says that a London firm has offered 
the General of the Carthusian monks of La 
Grande Chartreuse the sum of £3,000,600 fora 
monopoly of the manufacture and sale of the 
famous Chartreuse liqueur. A papallegate who 
arrived at the monastery on ouday last has 
enjoined the monks ‘not to accept the offer, re- 
minding them that the Carthusian statutes for- 
bid trading. The General of the order is dis- 
posed to reject the proposal.

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DELAWARE’S NEW SENATOR 


REIGN OF THE BAYARKDS AND 
SAULSBURYS HNDED. 
ANTHONY. HIGGINS THE FIRST REPUB- 
LICAN THAT EVER REPRESENTED 

THE STATE IN THE SENATE. 

DoveER, Del., Jan. 16.—In joint session of the 
General Assembly to-day the election of An- 
thony Higgins as United States Senator was 
completed. A comparison of the journals show- 
ing that Mr. Higgine had not received a majority 
of the votes cast in the Senate, (the Senate vote 
was 2 for Higgins and 7 for James L. 
Welcott,, a fermal joint ballot was 
taken. The result was 16 #£4votes’ for 
Higgins, 9 for Wolcott, and 5 for A. P. Robin- 
son; the Democrats having divided their votes 
between the latter two, Speaker Lewis of the 
Senate then declared Mr. Higgins duly elected 
United States Senator from Delaware for six 
years from the 4th of March next. 

The election of Senator Higgius is a notable 
political event. In addition to being the first 
Republican to represent Delaware in the United 
Siates Sénute, when he takes his seat on March 
4, it will be the first time in 36 years that Dela 
ware has not been represented in the Senate by 
a Bayard or a Saulsbury. The last Bayard Sena- 
tor gave up his seat to enter President Cleve- 
land’s Cabinet, and the last Saulabury Senator 
is soon to give way to a political opponent. 

Secretary Bayard after Maron 4 will retire to 
private life, and it is doubtfal if he will ever 
consent to again enter the political fleld. He 
has a premising son, Thomas F. Bayard, Jr., 


‘now a student at Yale, but it will be years be- 


fore he can dDescome prominent in the politics of 
the State, even if he possesses the political in- 
stinots and ambitions that have marked the 
career of nis ancestors for more than w century. 

Senator Saulsbury is too old to be longer 
active in politios, evenif he was not debarred 
by his action during the last campaign in de- 
feating the Democratic legislative ticket in 
Kent County and thus electing a Republican 
Legislature, from any potential influence in the 
Democratic Party. There is no other Saule- 
bury who cana tako bis place, for it will be years 
before the Democracy of Delaware will forgive 
or forget. the political apostasy of the Sanls- 
burys inthe last campaign. And thus ends a 
dual family political dynasty that for the 
length of its reign and the almost autocratic 
enforcement of its power bas not a parallel in 
the history of this country. 

The Senatorial advent of Mr. Higgins is 
looked forward to with mueh interest by his 
triends in Delaware. For, with but few *exeep- 
tiens, this little State has always haa represent- 
atives inthe United States Senate of whom 
her people were justly proud—men who made 
themselves known to the country, and at lenst 
two of whom were the leaders of their party 
assoe¢iates, Mr. Bayard tound a worthy suc- 
cessor in Senator Gray, and Mr. Higgina’s 
friends contigently claim that he will far sur- 
pass the respectable mediocrity of Senator 
Saulsbury, and make himself a power ameng 
the Republicans of the Senate. is natural in- 
Glinatiens have made him a close student of 
depen subjects, and he will go to the Senate 

rimful of informatien upon all the public 
questions that claim the attention of that body, 
while his aggressive qualities and his love of 
debate will not permit him to remain quiet 
when there is any talking to be done. 

In political discussions he is sure to be promi- 
nent, for he is a bitier partisan, and Senator 
Chandler will find in him an able ally wien any 
attempt is made to force upon the Southern 
States the odious rule of the Republican place 
hunters that disgraced the country in the pust. 
Even during the last campaign Mr. Higgins 
waved the “ bloody shirt” that most of his lead- 
ing party associates long ago disearded, and 
embellished his speeches with harrowing stories 
of Seutbern outrages and deeds of bleod. 

Aside from his intense partisanship Mr. Hig- 
gins will be a prominent and creditable repre- 
sentative. He hasthe natural qualities of a 
leader, marred only by an arbitrary insistence 
upon his rightto implicit obedience that has 
frequently breught him into bitter wrangles 
with eading members of his party at home. In 
debate he is more forceful than eloquent, but 
he possesses a olear, Fesonant voice, and always 
speaks with a directness born of positive 
conviction and thorough mastery of the 
subject.,He wastes no idlejJcompliments upon his 
friends, ner does he attempt to sweeten his 
phrases when assalling his evemies. He calls a 
spade a spade, and in denouncing what he con- 
siders to De venal or iniquitous he does itin 
terms that eannot be misunderstood. It will 
be a disappointment and surprise to his con- 
fidential friends if Anthony Higgins does not 
keep step with the leaders in the United States 
Senate. 

The effect of Mr. Higgins’s election upon the 
Republican Party of Delaware is hard to pre- 
dict. Hitherto he has been the leader of a wing 
of the party only, and of the wing that in many 
crucial struggles of the past generally suffered 
defeat. It was these wrangles, in the opinion 
of many poy leaders, that largely eontributed 
to keep thej)Republioan Party of Delaware out of 
power so long. The mainspring of all the fights 
was the possession of the local political ma- 
chinery with a view of dictating the 
distribution ef Federal patronage, and the ad- 
vent of another Republican Administration will 
bring on the old familiar struggle. Mr. Higgins 
as Senator will be the chief director in the dis- 
tribution of the offices, and as there are plenty 
of candidates for wach of the Feberal appoint- 
ments in Delaware the rivalry will de intense. 
Heretofore he has been an extreme factious 
man, and if he oontinues so one-half of the 
party will receive no official recognition. 

Demoerats are delighted at the prespect of a 
renewal of the old Republican fight, but con- 
servative Republicans are hopeful that Mr. 
Higgins will skillfully pacify the rival factions 
and put the Republican Party in a position not 
only to maintain, but strengthen, the foothold it 
has at last secured in Delaware, 


WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 16.—Senator-elect 
Higgins arrived bere this evening at 6:35 
o’cloek from Dover, where he had been attend- 
ing a session of the Court ef Error and Appeals. 
The Yeung Men’s Republican Club had arranged 
to give him a reception at the station, followed 
by a serenade, butlearning of its intention he 
telegraphed bis disapproval and the affair was 
abandoned. However, a large crowd assembled 
at the station and greeted him with enthusiastic 
cheers. He took a coach and was driven at once 
to his office and residence, 834 Market-street, 
whieh is sxactly opposite the office and reat- 
dence of Senator Gray, whose ¢elieague he soon 
will be.

JUDGL WOODS'S CHARGE. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS “ NEWS” 
LEY’8 ESCAPE, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 16,—In its editorial te-day 
on Judge Woods’s charge to the Grand Jury yes- 
terday upon the Dudley letter the Indianapolis 
News says: :

“In his first charge to the Grand Jury he !aia 
down the doctrine that proof that Dudley wrote 
such @ letter and it-was received here was suf- 
fieient to warrant an indictment. In this view 
he was sustained by some of the best law- 
yers in the State, including Judge Claypool. 
At the best, the view which he now takes 
that in order to warrant an indictment there 
must be proof that some one attempted to bribe 
a voter in Senne. of the writing of the 
letter by Dudley is a view of doubtful correct- 
ness. he doctrine laid down by Judge 
Woods in his first charge may not: be 
Tight; if the Grand Jury, acting on it 
should have indicted Dudley he would have es- 
caped should the court upon trial decided 1t to 
be wrong. But now no chance is given to cer- 
rect him. Jutige Woods in effect forbids 
the Grand Jury to indict him. The Dis- 
tries Attorney cannot appeal from his 
decision. In criminal oases the defendant 
can appeal from the decision of the Circuit 
Court to the United States Supreme Court, 
should a legal decision be against him. The 
Government cannot appeal. It must abide by 
the decision of the lower court, 

On a doubtful point of law it is the custom for 
cirouit and district Judges torule in favor of 
the prosecution, because the defendant can 
appeal. Here Judge Woods has given Dudley 
the benefit of the legal doubtand permitted him 
to go free without trial, when there is at least 
probable chance that the law sanctions his in- 
dictment and the proof would warrant his con- 
viction. 

It is remarkable and occasions a good deal of 
comment that Judge Wood did not consult 
Judge Gresbam upon the true construction of 
the statute affecting the Dudley case. Judge 
Gresham is the United States Cirouit 
Judge presiding over this circuit and is 
Judge Woed’s immediate superior with 
whom Judge Woods sits on the bench here as an 
Associate Judge of the United States Circuit 
Ceurt. Judge Gresham is a life-long Republican, 
but he has a reeord as sternly rebuking 
Dudley’s crime and for having called 
certain Republican leaders in Indiana 
and elsewhere Pharisess. The powers that be, 
or rather that are about to be, do not like him, 
and never speak ef him except in words of de- 
nunciation. 


IOWA JOBBERS BACK DOWN.

THEY WERE GOING TO FIGHT THE 


UNITED STATES COURTS, BUT WON’T. 

Drs MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 16.—-The Exeoutive 
Board of the Iowa Jobbers’ Association met in 
secret session at their hotel club reom this 
morning to discuss the ways and means of en- 
forcing the Railway Commissioners’ schedule 
and avoid Judge Brewer’s injunction. Their 
diseussions were quite animated, but a har- 
monious cenclusion was finally reached and 
embodied in aeouple of resolutions, which, in 
substance, recommend that the Governor and 
Railroad Commissioners disregard the injune- 
tion and begin the enforcemen: of the Commis- 
sioners’ schedule. 

Alter adopting these resolutions the jobbers 
adjourned to the Governor’s rooms at the 
Capitol, where a long private evunference was 
held, in which it is clear the State Executive en- 
tered heartily into the spirit of the resolutions, 

In the afternoen a public meeting was held in 
the offices of the Railway Commissioners. The 
jobbers, Commissioners, Governor, Attorney- 
General, and a number of interested spectators 
were present, and it was here the resolutions ask- 
ing the officers of the State to nullity the deci- 
sion ef the United States court was first made 
public. 

Mr. Donahue of Burlington was the ehief 
spokesman for the jobbers, but nearly all of 
them took a hand in the debate before the ses- 
sion ended. His utterances were little short of 
Abarobistic. He deciared for an unqualified 
disregard for the United States court, and 
promised the Commissioners the ‘moral sup- 
port’ of the jobbing interests of [owa if such 
action brought them into contempt. 

Mr. Donahue was supported in the main by 
Gov. Larrabee, who argued that if the Commis- 
sioners felt that it was their duty to disregard 
the Federal court they ought to go ahead, and 
there would be no wrong in it. 

The discussion drifted along in this vein until 
President Dey ef the commission turned to the 
Attorney-General and asked him if, as their 
legal adviser, he would evunsel them to go 
ahead and disregard Judge Brewer's injunction. 

The State’s law officer hesitated, and then said 
he could not 80 advise Commissioner Smith. It 
did not loek well to him to see se many people 
who olaimed to be the special friends of 
the enforcement of the law advising others 
to violate law and run the risk of being 
fined and sent to jail. He said he supposed the 
jobbers would consent te pay the fines, but 
didn’t see How they could furnish the substi- 
tutes for incarceration. For one, he was not 
ready to risk imprisenment. 

The question as to whetber the matter could 
be sottied by an extra session ef the Legislature 
was then raised, but the Attorney-General said 
the operation of a statute could be enjoined in 
the same manner until its validity had been es- 
tablished in the courts, and no relief need be 
expected im that direction. 

Then the jobbers began to hedge, They said 
that in the light of what they haa heard since 
coming to the Capital the resolutions adepted 
in the merning did not look well. 

The question of attempting to enforee the 
tweaty-five-dollar fine clianse of tne railway 
law inthe justice courts was then. discussed, 
and as that was not part of the enjoined ached- 
ule, the lawyers thought this was aslow but 
safe way of procedure, amé@ that the jobbers 
themselves in their several loealities could take 
up this feature of the law and prosecute to their 
heart’s content. The meeting then adjourned,

GHN. HARKEISON UNDERSTANDS 
THE MAN PERFECTLY. 

HIS CHANCE OF A CABINET OFFICE, 
IF HE EVER HAD ONE, HAS UN- 
DOUBTEDLY DISAPPEARED. 

INDIANAPOLIs, Jan. 16.—Gen. Harrison would 
have had a peaceful time to-day, for the poli- 
tieians have pretty much let him alone, if it 
had not been for the sickness of his little 
grandson, Benjamin Harrison McKee, in whom 
he is bound up. In facet, little Benjamin 
is the ruler of the household, and 
even Cabinet making and the writing 
of inaugural addresses and Presidential 
messages are as nothing in comparison with his 
welfare. The young gentleman was vaccinated 
a few days ago, and the resulting inflammation 
has gone hard with him. Gen. Harrison has 
passed a distressed day in conseqvenoce, hardly 
thinking of anything else. Te-night it is re- 
ported that little Benjamin will pull through all 
right. 

Tom Platt’s blunder in making an unsuccess- 
ful attemptto capture the New-York electors 
has created a great deal of talk here among the 
five big politicians, confidents ef Gen. Harrison, 


who know him, and their opinion is that if he 
had any chance betoré he has disgusted Gen. 
Harrison now, and can have nothing, 
not eren the Colleetorship of the Port 
of New-York, whieh he could have had 
a few weeks ago if he would have 
condescenided to take it. heir opinion is enti- 
tled to weight, for they know what Gen. Harri- 
son really thinks if any one does, Gen. Har- 
rison, when Mr. Plummer and Commodore Bate- 
man were here, spoke to them about the story 
which the good Co]. Shepard published in the 
Mail and Kxpress charging that Platt had taken 
$150,000 out ef the Republican *|boodlejust” be- 
fore election, with the cheerful remark to his as- 
tounded associates: ‘“‘“Gentlemen, you don’t want 
to know what is going to be dene with this.” 
Gen. Harrison asked them if this wastrue. He 
could not have asked the question of two better 
posted gentlemen. Mr. Plumwmer’s activity in 
the Union Club enabled him to know 
a8 much about the raising of money 
for the Republican cause as any man 
in New-York. Commodore Bateman was 
in Europe during the greater part of the cam- 

nign, but he returned in time to be one of the 
50 gentlemen doing business in and around 
Wall-street who gave $10,000 apiece toward Re- 
publican victory.

OPERATIO PLANS FOR NEW-ORLEANS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Jan. 16.—The smnouncement 
has been made that a syndicate of wealthy 
citizens, prominent ameng whom is Mr. Frank 
T. Howard, had secured a 30days’ refusal of 
the French Opera House in this city at $50,000. 


The capital of the syndicate will be about 
$100,000, and, after paying the purchase price, 
the building will be refitted and decorated upon 
a scale which will make it the peer of any place 
of amusement in this country. 

The building was erected in 1859, And isin 
size the largest theatre in thecountry. Itis 
planned after the French atyle, and has a seat- 
ing capaelty of about 3,000, though with mod- 
ern arrangements it could easily aceommodate 
5,000. Its original cost was $400,000. A su- 
pers theatrical wardrobe, the aceumulatiou of 
years, and a musical library ‘which is priceless, 
many of the scores contained in it being those 
of operas now gone by and almost forgotten, 
are included in the purchase. * 

Atter rofitting the opera house the syndicate 
will select a competent manager, to whom the 
building will be leased, but under the stipula- 
tion that rone but artists of the highest class 
shall be engaged to tread its boards, upon 
which have appeared many of the greatest 
lyrie stars heard ia this country.

MR. CREAMER FEELS HURT 


IRYING TO EXPLAIN HIS BIG 
RAILROAD GRAB, 
CRITICIZING THOSE WHO IMPEACHED 
HIS MOTIVES—NO ONE IN THE OITY 

TO FATHER HIS SCHEME. 

ALBANY, Jan. 16.—Assemblyman Creamer is 
not pleased with the manner in which his mys- 
terious railway bill was received by the press. 
He still persists that no corporation is behind 
it, but that it was introduced more for the sake 
ef developing public sentiment on rapid transit 
in Now-York. He frankly says that he is 
violently opposed to any road on Broadway 
south of Tenth-street. 

As the matter is studied more and more and 
the cause of Mr. Creamer’s appointment to the 
Railway Committee is considered, it would ap- 
pear as though Mr. Creamer came to Albany 
charged with the responsibility of pushing 
through some new schene of rapid transit. 
While under this bill, a railway, elevated or 
underground, can be constructed on Broadway, 


nothing is to prevent the builaing of a viaduct 
road along Fourth-avenus, south of Forty-sec- 
ond-atreet and down Elim-street. 

It is well kKnewn that one of the cherished 
ideas of Commodere Vanderbilt was to connect 
tue Grand Central Station witb the City Hall by 
@ Viaduct similar to that of Fourth-avenue. 
William H. Vanderbilt never evinced any dispo- 
sition to push the pian to any tangible fornpa. 
But now that the question of rapid transit for 
New-Yerk has reached a point where something 
must be done it is not improbable that Mr. 
Creamer’s bill, while bringing with it a great 
deal ef smoke, as a matter of fact contemplates 
the constructien of an underground road from 
the Grand Central Station, along Feurth-avenue 
and Elm-street, to the City Hall, where close 
eonnection will be made with the Brooklyn 
Bridge, with a branch line branching off from 
Fourth-avenue and Tenth-street or Union- 
square to and down Broadway. 

Nor will the Areade Road be enabled to throw 
much of an obstacle in the way ef the new en- 
terprise. For as the Creamer bill stands 
not only can Fourth-avenue and any side street 
be utilized, but ary part.of Broadway, for it 
carefuliy drops trom the existing law the fol- 
lowing clause: **And except such portions of 
streets and avenues as are already legally an- 
tkhorizec for er ovcupied by an elevated or un- 
derground railway.” 

Altnough Mr. Oreamer stoutly protests that 
his bill is innocent, the suspicion ia gaining 
sround that it is but the unfolding of another 
stepin the magnificent plan which the New- 
York Central Koad is contemplating toward ex- 
panding rapid transit facilities in New-York 
City. Within the time that Mr. bepew has been 
President extensive improvements bave been 
made at the New-York terminus. The sinking 
ofthe Huriem tracks, tbe eoustruction of the 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth-street statien, 
the acquisition of hundreds of acres at Mor- 
risania have beensbut prelimiuary steps to the 
culiwination of What is now believed the plan to 
build » tunnel from the Grand Central station 
down town. 

Wheu Mr. Creamer arose this morning every 
pereon in the Assembly knew that his action 
was due to the strictures which the press made 
upon his bill. This is what he said: 


“Mr. SPEAKER: For the purpose of making a 
brief statement, I move to discharge the Committee 
on Kaiiroads trom the consideration of a bil: intro- 
duced yesterday by myself, which was mentioned 
by seme of our morning newspapers in relation to 
rapid transit in the city of New-York. as it seems 
to be misunderstoud by some gentlemen here, par- 
ticularly by those counected with the press. 

“Mr. Speaker, when 1 introduced a biil into the 
Assembly ot this State 22 years apo, to create a 
commission foran experimeital elevated railroad 
in the city of New-York, and asked unanimous con- 
sent for its consideration, | remember the Char- 
man of th. Railroad Committee, Mr. Varker of 
Cayuga, made inquiry as to whether I proposed by 
the bill to create a company to construct a railway 
on stilts and expected to have people ride in cars 
runningon the same, ani when 1 answered that 
something of that kind was suggested or proposed 
I was met with roars of laughier at the absurdity 
of the proposition. 

“This year, in response to the demands of the 
people, particularly of the city or New-York iu fact 
of allthe metropolitan district, in respons to the 
request of the people made'manifest by our news- 
— I presented # bill which I thought would at 

east open the ball for a discussion of this matter, 

and bring it dircetly to the attention of the mem- 
bers of this House and of the Legislature. I met, 
not with roars of laughter, but with ridicnle and 
ubuse by some of the intelligent gentlemen, or at 
least by those who think they are, connected with 
the New-York press, and I ain gla: to be able to ex- 
cept some of the gentlomen who took the trouble to 
at least make inquiry of me as to what was pro- 
posed, when I state that justice has been done by 
the correspondent of the New-York Sun and of the 
World, and partially by the editor who wrote, the 
editorial on the subject of THE NKW-YORK TIMES, 
but the gentleman conuvected with our great metro- 
politan journal, the Herald, states that 1 prepose to 
take away the power from the Judges te appoint 
this comutission. 

“Why, the Judges never had such power. When- 
ever the majority of the property owners of the city 
along the line of the proposed road failed to give 
their consent then application was made to the 
General Term of the Supremg Court for the appoint- 
ment of Commissiouers to ack tipon the matter, but 
the original poweris how vested in the Mayor of 
the city. Any 50 citizens, taxpayers.er property 
owners, I believe, can make application for the ap- 
poiutment of a commission, and there are to- 
day in existence some two or three roving commis- 
sions, some of them volab:y grand strikes on exist- 
ing corporations, and | doubt whether this inteili- 
gent correspondent can give us the names of some 
of those Commissioners, so obscure are their 
records, : 

“Now, Sir, this bill was proposed in good faith. I 
give the powe. to the Mayoroft the city of New- 
York to name two, and why not? Why is Hugh J. 
Grant in the office of Mayor of _New-York today? 
Simply on accountof his record in making a fight 
for the protection of property owners on Broadway 
by the vote he gave in opposition to the surface 
road. Surely if he is to be trusted in regard to the 
exercise of a ot his great oflice, manéfestlvy the 
discharge of his dutyin this connection would at- 
tract such attention that he would be put upen his 
mettie to give us at least two honorable men to act 
witha man whom J considered eminently our first 
citizen, and to whom more than anybody else we 
owe our grand Central Park and our beulevards to- 
day, Andrew H. Green. Therefore, Mr. Speaker, I 
think it is nothing but justice to the members of 
this house, whose good opinion 1 éourt at all times, 
particularly when I intreduce a measare of this 
great Importance, that 1 sheuld make this explana- 
tion.” 


Then Mr. Creamer withdrew his motion te 
discharge the committee. 





A diligent search was made yesterday to 
find some one in the city who could explain the 
origin of Assemblyman Creamer’s Rapid Tran- 
sit Railroad bill, introduced to peblic notice ag 
Albany Tuesday. No one could be found. 

Early in the search the impression was creat- 
ed by retharks dropped hore and there that Mr. 


Creamer was attempting another “strike,” or 
was the tool of some politicuiclique. Those 
who know anything about Mr. Creamer’s pub- 
lic record, especially during his Senatoria! ex- 
perience in Tweed’s time, voiee the opinien that 
there is jobbery of some kind when oflieiats ef 
his stawp are active in advocating an impor- 
tant measure. It is regarded as a suspicious 
circumstaues that a dill of so much significance 
to the welfare of the sity should appear at 
Albany without having beer scrutinized by the 
municipal authorities. 

Much force is given to this point by the fact 
that Mayor Grant is opposed tothe bill. He 
has not the mest definite ideas about a plarg for 
rapid transit in this city, but there can be no 
doubt as to his position respecting the vreser- 
vation of Broadway. 

*“‘T am very glad,” ho said yesterday, “ of the 
opportunity to express my opposition to a 
measure which seems tome to have vo other 
purpose than the occupation of Broadway by 
an elevated railroad. lassume that this pur- 
pose of the measure will be generally conceded. 
[ have always been opposed tothe oeeupation 
of Broadway by x railroad. [t if a matter of 
record thatin 1884 [ was oppose to the aur- 
face railroad, and that scheme was much less 
objectionable than an elevated rallroad would 
be. Idoubtif adequate return could be made 
to the city in the way of compensation for the 
monepoly of our greatest thoroughfare by an 
elevated railroaa company. 

“I don’t believe that an elevated railroad 
having two tracks on that thoroughfare couid 
accomplish what is hoped by a system of rapid 
transit. The runs would necessarily be shert, 
because there would be a demand for stations 
at accommodation points ail along the line. I 
believe that rapid transit can only be effected 
in this eity by some permanert system through 
blocks or on available thoroughfares. A tem- 
porary structure like that ef the elevated sys- 
tem will neverdo. Tbe proper plan and the 
proper route are points to be determined only 
by careful consideration. 

“ Of the neeeasity for rapid transit in New- 
York there can be no question. Of the many 
sehemes etn Iam not committed to any 
one, but Iam opposed to sacriticing the finest 
street inthe city. I belleve thats some prac- 
tical and beneficial plan will be devised and 
that 010 Matter how much money may be ir- 
vested in it the return will pot only pay a fair 
rate of interest to the investors, but yield ade- 
quate compensation to the city. [I am or the 
opinion that there is not money enough in all 
the elevated railroad systems in operation or 
projected to compensate the city for the taking 
of Broadway for_elevated railrvaad purpeses. 

“T know nothing about the bill introduced by 
Mr. Creamer beyond what I have read, I[ did

ht, when. on returning homes, 1 found thas 
johns opi Bru te R ole 
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of home rule, about which Tammany has been 
80 Zealous receatly ?”’ 

“Ttis, but thatis not a matter [care to dis- 
cuss how. I[tdoes not interest me aa to who 
should be Commissioners or whether the power 
Of ppointment shall be conferred upor me 
absvlutely, My strong desireis to see a preper 
System of rapid transit in operation, Dut not 
at the sacrifice of our finest theroughfare.” 

Controller Myers said that he did not know of 
the existence of the bill until he reaa the 
Albany reports. “I believe in rapid transit,” 
he said, ‘but the system that Noy: York re- 
quires is one which cannot te passed in a hurry. 4 
If the Mavoér tnreids te @ontinué thé Cabinet 
meetings of his prédedéssor this matter oan re- 
ceive die attention.’’ 

“I don’t know anything more about that bill 
than [ did last night," remarked Mr. George R. 
Shelden, the Watkstreet banker, who 1s One of 
the three citizens named in the bill as Commis- 
sioners. He had been asked if he had any ob-

FAIRCHILD ‘ GONVINCED 
1HAT 17 IS NEEDED. 

HIS VISIT TO NEW-¥YORK CONFIRMS HiS 

OPINION—PROPOSED RETIREMENT OF 


JUDGE-ADVOCATE SWAIM. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Secretary Fairchild re- 
turned td Washington last night and was ih Bis 7 
office to-day. His visit to New-York, about which 
a great deal has been written that was news to 
Mr. Fairchila, was satisfactory, as affording him 
an oppertunity to be convinced of the nécessity 
for areformation in the customs service, quite as 
thorough as that contemplated when Appraiser 
McMullen was removed. While he devoted some 
of Kis tims to investigating alleget atuses, he 
alsd Uked some of it Mm lévking at Houses, as he 
witi select a rsidenos in New-York to whith he 
will go when he lesvés the Treasury Depart- 
ment. He éxpeots to résumic the practice of his 

profession in New-York. 

His talks with Mr. Stearns have made it plain 
that tis inquiry itto appfaiseménts must be 
mats thorough and without favor. That there 
is opposition to any disturbance of oxisting 
practices has been made apparent. The Secre- 
taty has né doubt of his power to make the 
éhange he did if the interest of the services, and 
it is alse Clear to him that the objettions made 
to his course by persons who have hitherto 
Deen friendly are mistaken. It is remarx- 
ablé that tie remonstrances to the re- 
moval of McMullen and against the 
investigation of tobdaceo appraisememts 
éomé at once from men whe have been fastia- 
iows m their support ef reform undertik- 
ings, and not from politicians, who have been 
prominesiit scoffers at anything that looks like 
eivil service réforin or administrative reform.

the pooling system affords against the guerilla 
méthods employed by tnnecsessary lines in 
their frantic struggle for business.”

AN ORGANIZED GANG IN A 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE VILLAGE. 
THIRTEEN OF THEM ARRESTED AND 
FINED FOR AN UNPROVOKED OUT- 

RAGE ON A PEAGEABLE CITIZEN. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 16.—When a few days 
Ago 4 feport Came from Southéerh New-Hamp- 
shire that a regularly.organized band of White 
Caps wasin existence and had made at least 
one assault upon a citizen in true Ohio style, it 
met with only ridicule and hothing more was 
thought of the matter by the public generally. 

Nevertheless, there existed an organized ganz 
of men who had takeh into their own hands the 
duty of rexutatiiig tho affairs of the little town 
of North Salm, and at ab early hour this morn- 
ing 4 detachment of Pinkerton detectives from 
Boston and a posse of Rockingham County 
Deputy Sheriffs arrested 13 citizens of that 
place, the larger portion of the organization, 
charged with assault upon John G. Weleh of 
Danville. 

Yhe natnes of those arrested are: Wesley 
Feich, Elmer Connoliy, Linas Chase, Heury 
Wiison, John Litticfiéla, Ferrfest Hutchinson, 
Job Robdins, Frank.Goodwin, John King, Rob- 
ert Kelly, Charlies Chase, John McNéiil, and 
Jolin Troy. 

North Salem is a quiet and retired hamilét 
about 12 iniles from Lawrence. Itisa typical 
New-Hampshire town, wheré every one knows 
evérybody eise’s business, and Where infrac- 
tion of law and order is almost unbeard of. 
Its affairs netded reguiating after thé favhion 
brought itito vogue by the White Caps just 
about as miuch as do these of 8 Methodist sun- 
aay school. 

When this outrage upon Welch was com- 
mitted District Attorney Emery of Exeter, as- 
bisted by the Attorney Genéral of the state, 
took the Matter in hand and called in the aid of 
Pinkerton detectives. Tie result was the 13 
arrests Of this thorniny. Tho raid was organ- 
izéd in this city and the gin cttp dréve from hére 
to North Salém during the night and quietly ar- 
rekted the men Wanted at the earliest possible 
hour this morning. 

Nine of the culprits were émplored in Wood- 
bury’s shoe factory, and they Wére all found at 
work and seized in a lump, to thé great abton- 
ishment of all concerned, after a cordon of 
guurds hat been thrown aronnd the building.

The fact is sub- 
ptantiated by the pufchase of tickets from us by 
brokers at. tarlif rates and reselling them at cut 
rates via the Wabash Railway only. Wereqnest 
tat you take this. matter up with the General Pas- 
Benger Agent of the Wabash and ask him to discon- 
tihue the practice and -euvise the Acting Secretary 
of this association of his reply.” 

If the charge made by the agents of the six 
roadtia AboOvé namsa is trud, it biniply means 
thet the Wabash is taking advantaye of the 
g004 behayior of its competitors to take busi- 
ness from them. The commissions paid to the 
acalpers chables thetn to purehasé tickets in 
Kanbas City from the reguiar agents at fuil 
tariff rates and resell them at a eus rate. 
These tickets are soli over any line the pur- 
chasér may @iedt from Kansas Cliy to the 
Mississippi River, but from there he is sent 
over the Wabash e@astwurd, connecting either 
at 8t. Louis, Hannibal, or Quincy. 

By this atre¢tigem@nt passengers are carried 
eastward via Toléde instead ef via Chicago, and 
the roads haying direct lines between Chicago 
and Kansas City are deprived of the long haul 
anid the constqnefit benefit. In the faee of the 
new passenger agreement Which is now ready 
to be put into effect, thig movement on the part 
of the Wabash is fogardna with no little sur- 
prisé and alarm, and it is féared thut serious 
trouble may grow out of it.

GERMAN USULRPATION. 

SOME INTERESTING DIPLOMATIC COR- 

RESPONDENCE CONCERNING THIS 

COUNTRY’S POSITION REGARDING 
THE ATTACK UPON THE GERMANS. 

WASHINGTON, Jap. 16.—Perhaps the most in- 
teresting of mest of the correspondence sent 
by President Cleveland to Congress té-day was 
concerning affairs in Samoa. It included these 
instructions by Secretary Whitney to Admiral 
Kimberly, which were containéd in a dispatéh 
dated Jan. 11, 1889: , 

Commander Mullan of the Nipsic telegraphs, 
by way of Auckland, New-Zeaiand, that s forces was 
landed at Samoa from the Garman fleet, which re- 
suited ih an engagement between tho ao of 
Mataitfa 2nd the German foress, ani the deféat of 
he latter, He reports thas the Germans, in retali- 4 
ation, bombarded towns, disregarding protests and 
néntral rights, and that the property nd lives of 4 
American citizens are in danger. He stronely 
urges the sending of reinforcements. 

The German Government claims that the Gér- 
man forces were HrMst attacked, and that war now 
exists between Germany and that portion of the 
natives of Samoa engazéd in the attack updh the 
Germans. Tho German Government invites this 
Government, in the} common interest, to join in 
establishing order in Samoa, giving asanufance of 
earetul respect for onr treaty rights. The United 
States Government is willing to co-operate in re- 
storing order 1m Samos on the basis 6f the fail 
préservation vf American treaty rights and Samvan 
autonomy as ey me and agreed to by Germany, 
Great Britain, and the Unitéd Statés, and has so in- 
formed the German Government. 

You will at once proceed to Samoa and extend 
full protection and defense to American citizensand 
roperty. You will consulf with the American 

ice-Consul, examiné his archives, and otherwise 
inform yourself as to thé situation and all recent 
occurrences. Protest sgainst thé Ssnbjagtion and 
displacement of native Government of Samoa by 
Gerinany as in violation of positive agreement and 
understanding between traaty powers, but form 
the representatives of the German and British 
Gevernments of your readiness to co-operate in 
causing all treaty rights to be respected, and 
in restoring peace and order en the  baais 
of a recognition of Samoan rights to 
independence’. Endeavor to prevent extreme théas- 
ufes against the Samoans and to bring about a 
peaceful settlement. If suth arrangement can be 
raade upon that basis you will report the same for 
approval and you will inform the Gevernment as 
adon as possible after your arrival In Samoa ofthe 
condition of affairs and the prospect of a peaceful 
adjustment, and whether Germany was acting im- 
pee neny between the opposing forces when the 
ate conflict occurred. : WHITNEY. 

The following day Secretary Bayard wrote to 
Count von Arco Valley, the German Minister, 
inroeply tohis statement giving the German 
version of the difficulty. Count von Arco Val- 
ley had said substantially that thé German 
forces were not landed until notice had been 
given to thé commanders of the foreign vassels 
inthe harbor. The Germans were attneked by 
the natives, under command of an American 
named Klein, ahd lost 50 killed and wounded. 
As an American was tn command of the natives 
complaint was madé to the United States. The 
rightof all treaty nations should be, onserved, 
Mfr. Bayard’s response was that he haa no 
knowledge nor reason to believe Klein wits 4 
citizen of thiscountry. He certainly was not 
and had not been connected with its public 
servics. Satisfaction 1s expressed at Count 
von Arco Valley’s assurance that the ‘treaty 
rights of the United Stites shout be 
réspected. Concluding, Mr. Payard informs 
the German Minister of the ordering of Admiral 
Kimberly to Apia. The correspondence also 
contains a letter from Mr. W. Blacklock, Vice- 
Consul of the United States at Apia, giving a 
record of current events in Samoa from Nov. 7 
to 27. The substance of these records give an 
account of the fights between thé rival factions 
and the Vice-Consul’s views on things as they 
transpired from day to day. The ctief points 
——— in them have been aiready pub- 
ished. 

Commander Mullan of the Unite Statdas 
steamer Nipsic reports, under date of Nov. 25, 
that npon his atrivai hé fouhd that thé tival 
factions had had @ small fight, and that the 
wounded of both armies were allowed to be 
treated for their wounds upen the grounds of 
the English Consulate at Apia, but that only 
those of the Malletoa party toek advantage of 
the offer. The Surgeons of the Adams and the 
Nipsic and of the English man-of-war Lizard 
attended the wounded. The German merchant 
diag, he says, now files over the villages in the 
harbor of Salvafata, [sland ef Upolu, oceupied 
by the Tamasese party. and according to reli- 
alls tefsematies the German vesse! Eber landed 
an armed boat’s crow, put up flags on a number 
of cocoanut trees directly in line of any attack 
Malietoa might make on Tamasése and iiformed 
the formér’s adherents that German forces 
would attack themif they fought on Germati 
ground. From all that he can learn froin trust- 
worthy and responsible American, English, and 
native citizens he is convineed that the Tama- 
sese party is assisted by German subjects. 
Tamasese seems well supplied with arms and 
ammunition, while the other party 1s lacking In 
ammunition. Thé German meéti-of-war, Com- 
mander Mullan says,do all they can to aid 
Tamasere and diseourage Malictoa. The Malie- 
toa party outnumber by far that of Tamdsese, 
and were not the former inutérfored with by 
the German olément thers is not a 
shadew of a doubt that at an  4&arly 
day the former party would be success- 
ful and se6t up its oWn Govetnment at 
Apia. As long as the present state of aftairs is 
allowed, however, it is his deliberate opinion 
that this internal war will last tor seme time to 
¢éthe, and may sventually end in plating 
Tamases6 upon the throne, tot through thé 
chotce of the Samoan people, but through Ger- 
man Assistanve. Commandtr Leary of the 
Adams on Dec. 2 réports that Malfetoa has 
gained several victurtes over Tarmasese, Who 
has not won ® single battle, and that were it 
uot for the assistance, arts, ammunition, and 
provisions furnished him by the Germans 
Tamasese would be routed in 48 hours. Com- 
mander Leary says that he protested to the 
Commander of the Eber against assisting one 
party and threatening another. 

In another communication, dated.Apia, Dee. 
3 last, Commander Mullan describes to Seéere- 
tary Whitney the attaek of Malietoa upon 
Tamasese’s stron@ fortifications just back of 
Lutuanna, and his success. He continues that, 
difficult as self-government is in Samoa, the at- 
tempt to maintain foreign authority there 
‘would encounter insurmountable embarrass- 
ment. When once self-government ig estab- 
lished the country will invite foreign labor and 
capital from all countries to become incorpo- 
rated with the resources of the’eountry, while all 
etrarapte to acquire these islands by foree will 
robably be met with the Most anneying and in- 
urious hindrances and resistance. 

Vice-Consul Blacklock telegraphed the follow- 
ing to Secretary Bayard, via New-Zealand, 
Jan. 5: 

“Three German warships undertaken to disarm 
Mataafa, ianded at night foreeto prevent retreat. 
Mataafa’s men fired on and forced to fight. Germans 
routed, 20 killed. 30 wounded. Germans swear 
vengeance, Shelling and burning indiscriminately, 
regardless of American property. Protests un- 
heeded. Natives exasperated. Foreigners lives and 
property in greatest danger. Germans respect no 
neutral territory. Americans in boat flying Amert- 
can flag seized in Apia Harbor by armed Gernian 
boat, but released. Admiral with squadron neces- 
sary immediately.” 

Upon a corroboration of this by Commander 
Mullan, Mr. Bayard telegraphed Minister Pen- 
dleton tolay the matter before the German 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and also informed 
Count von Arco Valley ofthe matter. Jan. 7 
Minister Pendleton telegraphed that Count von 
Arco Valley woula make a statement to the 
Secretary, and that he (the Minister) had been 
informed that the representations of the United 
States would not be answered until fall details 
had been teceived by Germany, and that Count 
Berchau, Under Secretary, informed him that 
men landed from one ship only were engaged 
in the fight.

THEY MAY INOREASE THEIR 
CAPITAL STOCK. 
RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS AS TO THE NEW-HAVEN 

AND HOUSATONIC APPLICATIONS. 

Harrvrorpd, Jan. 16.—This has been ared-let- 
ter day for the railroad corporations of the 
State. In the firat place tiie Railroad Commis- 
sioners reported with recommendations to the 
Legislature in favor of the increase of eapital 
stock asked for by the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford and the Housatonic Roads, and in 
the second place the Railroad Committee 
selections by Speaker Perry, which were an- 
nounced at the reassembling of the House this 
afternoon, cannot be objected to by the friends 
of legislation favorable to the railroad compa- 
nies. The members of the House committee as 
selected by Mr. Perry are James F. Brown of 
North Stonington, Chairman; George Merriman 
of Bristol, Charles W. Beardsley of Milford, 
Richard C. Ambler of Trumbull, Anthony Ames 
of Killingly, Ephraim Mower of Roxbury, Wal- 
lave K. Bacon of Middletown, and Walter 8. 
Hewitt of Hebron. Messrs. Beardsley, Ambler, 
apd Bacon are the Democratic Representatives 
on the cemmittee. 

The Chairman was a member of the House 
three years ago and was a Consolidated Road 
man. Mr. Bacon is of the insurance -firm of 
Bacon & Guy, at Middletown, and, on acceunt of 


business associations in that city, will represent 
the railroad intereat. r bler is a lawyer 
at Bridgeport. Of the Republican members Mr. 
Mower was inthe Legislature during the last 
session, and Mr. Ames is a member of the State 
Board of Education. The general feeling is 
that there will be no faetious opposition from 
any member of the committee toward the legis- ; 
lation proposed. 

In the Senate this afternoon Mr. Cleveland of 
Hartford introduced a bill authorizing the New- 
York, New-Havean and Hartford Koad to issue 
new stock for paying off the bonds of the com- 
pany and to pay for roads leased by it, also for 
exchanging stock with ether roads now leased, 
or which ny | be leased during the nert 10 
years. The bill provides that the exchange of 
stock may equal, but not exceed, the total par 
value ef the stock and bonds of all the eom- 
panies whose roads shall be held under lease, 
the exchange to be approved by the Chief-Jus- 
tice of the State. 

he report of the Railroad Commissioners, 
which was made this afternoon, shews that the 
capital stock and bonds of the eompanies whose 
lines are leased by the Consolidated Road fer a 
loager term than 50 years amounts to $18,062,- 
858. The present rental amounts to $940,000. 
If these stecks and bonds were exchanged at 
the present time for stock of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Company, it would 
probably require, the Commissioners state, 
$12,500,000 of new stock for that purpose. 
This sum, added to the stock and debt of the 
company as at present — i would make 
upward of $33,000,000. he fourtracking of 
the New-York and New-Haven Division is to be 
continued, if the means are provided, and the 
Shore Line Division deuble tracked. The cost 
ef these improvements would be at least 
$8,000,000. The elimination of grade, 6ross- 
ings, and the providing of all the neeessary 
facilities and aecommodations for the public 
would require further very heavy expenditures. 

Under these circumstances the Commissioners 
have found it impossible to determine the full 
amount which will be needed by the road in 
carrying out its contemplated improvements. 
They recommend, however, that the company 
be authorized to increase its capital stock to 
such an ameunt as shall be actually necessary 
for the purposes specified in the company’s peti- | 
tion. 

They also recommend that all stoek sssued 
for the purpose of paying tne indebtedness of 
the company or the cost of improvements or 
additions to its property, whether owned or 
held under lease, shall be held only upon the 
payment of not less than $100 for each share . 
of stoek; that the stockholders of the 
company be all given a reasonable 
opportunity to take their eS 

of the new stock; that for any 

not se taken the remaining stock- 
holders be allowed to subseribe and take the 
same in proportion to their subseription; that 
all shares not taken or subseribed for by the 
stockholders be sold at the New-York Stock 
Exchange and the proceeds paid into the 
treasury of the company, such sale te be at 
public auction, but no stock to be sold for less 
than its par value; that the amount of new 
stock issued at any time for improvements or 
aadition to property shall net exceed the cost 
of such improvements as certified to the Con- 
troller of the State by the sworn statement of 
the President and Treasurer of the eompany 
and a civil engineer approved by the Railroad 
Cemmissieners. 

Inasmuch as equitable terms for the ex- 
change of the stock and bonds of compantes 
whose roads may be held under lease cannot 
now be ascertained and the necessary amount 
of new stock determined, they recommend that 
the whole amount shall notexeeed the total par 
value of the stocks and bonds of all the com- 
panies whose roads shall be so held under lease 
and whieh may be so exchanged, and that the 
terms and conditions ef such issue and exchange 
shall, in the ease of each company, be appreved 
in writing by some Judge or State efficer to be 
determined by the General Assembly. Such writ- 
ten approvalis to be lodged in the office of the 
Controller of the State. 

The Housatonic Road asked for autherity to 
increase its stock to $4,500,000. The comparay 
has petitioned the Legislature for the privilege 
of building a branch of its railroad from Bridge- 
port to or across the Danbury and Nerwalk 
Railroad, through the town of Bridgeport, Fair- 
field, Westport, and Norwalk, and another 
branch from ted ne through Stratford, 
Huntington, Milferd, and Orange, to connect 
with the New-Haven and Derby Railroad; also 
for authority to purchase the roads now held 
by it under lease. The recommendation of the 
Commissioners is that the Heusatonic Company 
be authorized to increase its capital stock to an 
amount sufficient to pay ita indebtedness and 
tHe cost of constructing any and all branches 
authorized by its charter, or which it 
may hereafter be authorized by the General 
Assembly to build, and the cost of such addj- 
tienal tracks and other improvements as shall 
be determined on by the company, the amount 
of sueh stock not to exceed at any time the 
amount which bas been actually expended for 
these purposes as certified to the Controller of 
the State by the President and Treasurer of 
said company and a civil engineer to be ap- 
proved by the Railroad Commissioners. The 
restrietious proposed are identical with the 
ones recommended in the ¢ase of the Consoli- 
fated Road.

ROBBERS FROM SPAIN. 


THEY BRING WITH THEM A LOT OF 
VALUABLE CURIOSITIES. _ 

Pedro Bosch, owner of a famous musenm 
in Madrid, Spain, has been a sorrowful man for 
many a day. Some of the choicest of his 
treasures have been missing since early in 
December, and until 4 couple of days ago it was 
anopen question whether he would ever see 
them agai. Now it is very probable that he 
will get them back, and that the recevery of 
the goods which disappeared from Maédria will 
be made in New-York. 

Tre law firm of Olcott, Mestre & Gonzales of 
35 Broadway yesterday secured. from Judge 
Patterson an attachment covering a certain 
trunk which now rests in one of the Govern- 
ment’s bonded warehouses, and a number of 
paintings which crossed the ocean with the 
trunk, but have since been traveling about 
New-York in search of a purchaser. In the afti- 
davits upon which the attachment was granted 
a curious story is told, 

One day early last month Pedro Bosch went 
to his museum enly to discover that thieves had 
carried away a ehoice collection of paintings, 
tapestries, and curios. Tne thieves had capt- 
ured property worth more than $15, ; 
Among the missing paintings were a portrait of 
Bishop Frey Miguel Fernandez, by Goya; ‘* Cus- 
toms of Madrid,” by Hispaleto; ‘‘An Ancient 
Gate,” ‘ Baccbanal,” by Panzinia Beniles, and 
@® number of paintings on religious subjects. 
One of these was a ‘San Mariano,” by Fortuny. 

The thieves had also secured two carpets 
embroidered with silk, standards of silver, and 
curtains of velvet, silk, and satin of the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. 

For a long time Besoh met with little success 
in his search for the thieves. When the French 
steamer Bourgogne arrived in New-York on Dec. 
22 she brought a little party of three Spaniards 
among her passengers. One of them, Juaquin 
Ortiz, was the proprietor ofa plum p-looking trunk 
marked on one 6nd with the letters ‘J. O.” As 
he said he was going to earry it on to Cubait was 
net entered for duty, but was sent to a bonded 
warehouse, there to remain until its owner re- 
sumed his journey. The trunk is atill at the 
stores and Ortiz is not likely to remove it imme- 
diately. 

With Ortiz on the steamer were two men, one 
of whom was known 4s Euleterio Pavon.

THH HAYTIAN DISPUTE. 


CONGRESS RECEIVES THE CORRESPOND- 
ENCE ON THE SUBJECT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 16.—Congresa received 
from the President to-day the diplomatic cor- 
respondence in regard to the seizure of the 
Haytian Republic at Port au Prince, In a let- 
ter to Minister Preston, Nov. 28, 1888, Secre- 
tary Bayara declares that the seizure of the 
vessel was wrongful and that she snould be re- 
turned to her owners with indemnity. ~He did 
not think the owners of the steamer could have 


bad notiee of the blockade. The notice of the 
closing of the port was not communicated to 
the foreign Ministers until the day following 
the act and the necessary delay in communica- 
tion between the ports would preclude any 

ossibility of the ateamer’s Captain know- 
ng of the circumstance. Mr. Bayard also de- 
nies the legality of the tribumal which suenstnad 
the charges against the Haytian Republic. 
Its proceedings had scarcely a feature of form- 
ality; ne opportunity was given for defense 
though it was requested. The place of seizure, 
the Secretary continues, is believed to have 
been six miles from land, but other irregulari- 
ties render this fact unimportant, further than 
to allude to it with the statement that it was 
outside of Haytian waters. The letter con- 
cludes with a ret that the internal conten- 
tions in Haytl should have interfered with the 
safety of the property of American citizens, 
and with a demand that the steamship shall be 
not alone released, but that proceedings be at 
the same time instituted to ascertain the in- 
juries inflicted upon the owners of the vessel as 
well as upon her crew. 

Secretary Bayard on Deo, 7 addressed a letter 
to Secretar hitney which resulted in the 
sending of the Yantic and Galena to Port au 
Prince to recover the captured steamer. Secre- 
tary Bayard in this communication says the 
President has deliberately arrived at a decision 
with regard to the Haytian Republic, which nas 
been communieated to the Haytian authorities, 
and that the instruction of the department to 
Minister Thompson defines the action to be 
— and the result to be accomplished. He

ee presense and active co-operation with our 
Minister of a vessel of our navy in the Haytian 
waters at this juncture is deemed essential, and the 
instruetion to Mr. Thompson will elearly indicate 
to the commanding officer of the véssel you may dis- 
patch on this errand his line of aut in the event of 
& failure or retusal ef the provisional Government 
of Hartt or whoever else may be found to be in con- 
trol on his arrival in obtaining the prompt restora- 
tion of the Haytian Republic to her American own- 
ers or their agents. Redress for any loss or injury 
to our citizens growing out of this incident must 
await further investigations, in making which the 
commanding officer in question may be enabled to 
assist, and by free conference and counsel with Mr. 
Thompson, our Minister, a satisfactory settlement 
may be promoted.” 

The eonolusion of this letter is that it is not 
believed that future action by the Government 
may be controlled in any way by further cor- 
respondence with Minister Preston and ealls 
upon the Navy Department to proceed, The 
Secretary, replying to a note from Mr. Preston, 
Dec. 8, says the Government at the time it 
reached its decision was in possession of a 
complete and authentic history of the case of 
the Haytian Republic and reached its conclu- 
sions with care and deliberation. Continuing, 
the Secretary says: 


‘*Prompt and voluntary compliance of the pro- 
visional peter pn Mae with the decision of the Presi- 
dent is anticipated, and the presence in Haytian 
waters of United States national vessels to co-op- 
erate in the restoration will undoabtedly.be wel- 
come, in view of the sanguinary and discordant con- 
dition ot affairs which is reported to exist, The 
proposition contained in your note now under re- 
ply, that the Haytian Republic should be placed 
under guard of a United States man-of-war, brought 
to New-York, and there libeled by Pe Haytian 
Government in the United States District Court, is 
declined, and the decision of the President as al- 


‘ready communicated will be carried into effect. For 


testing any rights known to law the courts 
of the nited States are open to foreign 
overnwents, their agents, or to private parties, 
and can alone decide what matters are therein jus- 
ticiable. No greater or more friendly service to any 
Government can be renaerea by another than to 
assist in restraining the turbulence of anarchy and 
disorder within its borders and firmly maintain the 
standard of law. 
this sole object, the Governmen 
States has proceéded in the case of ay 
publio, and will carefully confine its action within 
the canons of the law of seli-preservation to its 
citizens in order that they may every where find pro- 
tection under its flag when not violating treaties or 
international law.”

THE PANAMA ORISIS. 


FEARS OF TROUBLE WHEN THE CANAL 
WORK. IS STOPPED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Mr. Adamson, United 
States Consul-General at Panama, on the 2d 
inst. reeeived a communication from the Secre- 
tary-General of the Department of Panama 
stating that although the local Government 
would do all inits power to preserve peace and 
order, it feared that disturbanees of the public 
peace might follow the suspension of work on 
the Panama Canal, whieh suspension is expect- 


ed seon. In transmitting this information to 
the State Department, Mr. Adamson says: 


“In view of what may be anticipated, the Gov- 
ernor of the départment suggests that the foreign 
Censuls should solicit authority from their re- 
spective Governments to send home their country- 
men who may thus be deprived of the means of sub- 
sistence. I acknowledged the receipt of the letter 
from the Secretary-General, and now submit the 
letter for your consideration. The 
locks still continues, and it is understood that Mr. 
Eiffel, contracter for that part of the work, had a 
large advance placed to his credit with a third 
pert y befere hé commenced. The supposition 
s that he will continue until that advance is 
exhausted. _Work has stepped at Bas Opispo, ana 
will be stopped at Cubbra on the 5th inat. 6 ap- 
pear to be en the verge of a crisis, and ‘grave re- 
sults may well be apprehended. Fortunately there 
are comparatively few Americans employed upon 
the canal, but those few will surely demand my aid. 
Whatever may occur I shall do my best for thé pro- 
tection of American interests here, and hopé to 
merit a continuance of the kind support heretofere 
given to me.” 


The Secretary of State, in his report to the 
President, says: 


“ The exigency referred to by Mr. Adamson is pe- 
culiar, and as I am unaware of tthe existence of any 
fund which can lawfully be applied to aid in the de- 
portation of American citizens from foreign coun. 
tries, where they are not mariners, nor are con- 
nected with the public service, it has been 
considered proper thet the discretion of Congress 
should be consulted in order thata sum of money 
may be by its ee under the direction of 
the Executive to be applied to the humane and 
charitable paspnses indicated in the cerrespond- 
ence. In this connection it may be well to take into 
consideration the obiigation of the United States 
under the treaty of 1846 with New-Gran with 
regard to maintaining an unembarrassed route of 
transit of the Isthmas of Panama in the locality in 
question. It will be remembered that in 1886 it 
became necessary for the United States to send 
sufficient ferce to the isthmus forthe purpose of 

riorming their duty under the treaty to suppress 
disorder at that point.”

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER.

PACKING SWEET CORN. 


THE GREAT INCREASE IN THE PROQ- 
DUCTION LAST YRAR,: 

The packing of sweet corn in tin has be- 
come the most preminent feature in the canned 
goods trade, according to the annual statement 
prepared by the American Grocer. The toial 
pack in 1888 was 3,491,474 cases of two dozen 
tins each, an increase over the pack in 1887 of 
1,180,050 cases. This gain isdueto the increase 
of canning houses in the leading corn-growing 
States, Indyana, Illinois,and Iowa alone putting 
up about 1,000,000 cases, or nearly one-third of 
the supply. Maryland and Virginia produced 
1,037,450 oases; the State of New-York, 563,- 
468 eases; Maine, 496,200 cases, 247,969 eases 
less than were packed in 1887, the shrinkage 
being due to killing frosts early in September. 

Prices of canned corn show agreat variation, 
ranging from 50 cents per dozen for inferior 
quent to 75 and 96 cents for good corn, and 

rom $1 10 to $1 35 for extra quality. The 
present supply is far above the annual require- 
IMents Of the country, but the low price of the 
article is catising a great increasein the con- 
sumption and sending it into thousands of 
places where it has not formerly been an article 
of dist in the economy of the household. The 
average quality of the production of Western 
packers is far ahead of thatef any previeus 
year, Choice corn has found a ready market, 
although lower grades have been haré to dis- 
pose of, and from this fact the American Grocer 
draws the inference that more attention should 
be paid to quality and less to the quantity of 
the pack, Some well-posted men believe that 
the present supply of canned corn is sufficient 
to meet trade requirements until 1890 if nota 
cap is put up during this year.

The defeat of the attempt to take off the 
odious duty on salt by the solid Republican 
vote in the Senate is only one more proof of 
the servile state into which the party lead- 
ers have fallen. There is no possible justi- 
fication for the duty, even from the point 
of view ofthe extremest protectionists: 
The proof is complete, from salt makers 
themselves, that there is no danger of for- 
eign competition in their trade, that with 
free salt they would hold their markets at 
even lower prices than they can now get, 
and thatthe only men in the business who 
have anything to fear are those whose 
methods or resources are unequal to 
the production of salt as cheaply as it can 
be made elsewhere in our own country.

DuDLEY’s money. If this be sound law, 
the sooner the law is changed the bettery 
It is certainly not sound morals. Whether 
any such proof is brought forward or not 
there remains DupLEy’s damning letter, 
written in his official capacity as Treasurer 
of the Republican National Committee, 
pledging the money he controlled to the 
foul work that he invited and directed. 
Though not one vote was bought, though 
the money of the committee had been 
stolen, even stolen by DupDLEY, or the 
agents in bribery to whom he promised it, 


| the shame to the party and its responsibili- 


ty would be the same. There is some spec- 
ulation as to what DuDLEY will now do. 
3t is much more interesting and important 
to know what decent Republicans, and, 
chief among them, Mr. HARRISON, will do. 


The annual report to the Mayor of the 
Board of Excise of this city shows that a 
great improvement in the administration 
of thedepartment has been made by the. 
present’ Commissioners. The number of 


7 licensed places has been considerably re- 


duced, and there is reason to believe that 
their general character has been decidedly 
improved. The total number of licensed 
places in the city is 8,780, of which 971 are 
stores where liquors are not sold to be drunk 
on the premises,}118 are restaurants without 
bars, 42 are steamboats, and 258 are hotels. 
This leaves the number of licensed sa- 
loons 7,391, of which 1,307 sell wine, beer, 
and ale only, and 222 beer and ale only. 
The number of liquor saJoons, therefore, is 
5,862, or one to something less than 300 of 
the population. Notwithstanding a con- 
siderable decrease in the number of drink- 
ing places the receipts from licenses were 
increased in 1888 by $243,690 over those 
of the preceding year. The decreasein the 
number of saloon licenses was due partly to 
an increase in the fees and partly to a rule 
adopted by the board to license no new 
place except upon the closing of an old one, 
and then only when it is shown that public 
convenience would be served thereby or a 
majority of the property owners and resi- 
dents of the neighborhood have given their 
consent. A number of other wholesome re- 
strictions have been adopted, and in general 
it has been shown how much depends on 
the character ard purposes of the Commis-. 
sioners in the administration of the excise 
laws. 








It is something to have the detailed and 
authentic evidence in STANLEY’S own 
-words of his safety up to so comparatively 
late a date as Aug. 17, 1888, even though 
that does not go forward to the time which 
OsMAN DiIGNa assigned for his alleged 
capture. The letter from the explorer, 
never published in full, is apparently the 
one of which so absurdly brief a summary 
was given several weeks ago. But wken 
we remember that very much more than a 
year has elapsed since anything really 
from his pen has been given to the world 
this communication of last August seems 
by comparison a quite recent affair. There 
are some evidences, also, in this letter 
against the truth of OsMAN’s story, so far 
as STANLEY is concerned. It says that he 
had that morning returned from the Nyan- 
za and from EMIN Pasha, after ajourney of 
eighty-two days. He was to stay eleven 
days more and then start again to see 
Emin. Thatis, he would goon Aug. 28. That 
would allow him only about forty-three days 
te the time of his alleged capture while in 
company with EMIN on his return to the 
latter. Although he, of course, knew the 
road better than before from having trav- 
ersed it twice, it is not to be supposed that 
he made any such time, especially since the 
place of the alleged capture was far north 
ot Wadelai. 


THE REPUBLICAN 
URE. 
The giving of bounties for agricultural 
products is substantially a novel thing in 
the economic system of the United States. 
All protective duties upon imperted goods, 
so far as they operate, are in effect boun- 
ties, butthey are only indirectly so. Indeed 
they may be said te be secret bounties, 
since it is difficult for any one and impossi- 
ble for most to tell when they are contrib- 
uting to the bounty, or how much. The 
contributions of this sort are, moreover, 
levied upon only a portion of the communi- 
ty. The portion differs in each case, and 
with the present elaborate system of duties 
ne one wholly escapes, from the infant with 
his nursing bottle of taxed glass to the citi- 
zen whose estate is taxed for the screws in 
his coffin. But fromno one is the tax taken 
openly and specifically and paid over to 
the beneficiaries of the system. Indeed, the 
protective tariff owes its safety to that fact. 
If every man who now is forced by it 
to pay out more money than he would 
otherwise have to pay were to know ex- 
actly when and how much he was mulcted 
by the tariff the whele system ‘veuld be 
swept to destruetion within a twelvemonth. 
It is the consciousness of this fact that has 
heretofore made the protectionists so care- 
ful about proposing anything so obviously 
partial, so plainly saturated with favorite- 
ism as direct bounties. Even to the last 
moment, though the matter has been occa- 
sionally discussed, the Finance Committee 
of the Senate resisted all appeals for a bounty 
on sugar to compensate for the partial 
withdrawal of the protective duty. 


But it appears to have been made plain to 
the Republicans that, with their narrow ma- 
jority inthe Senate, the reduction of thesu- 
gar duties, which was absolutely necessary to 
cover up the numerous and varied increases 
of taxation made in their bill, could not be 
earried without the aid of the Kansas Sen- 
ators, and this could not be obtained with- 
out a semblance of concession to the grow- 
ers, actual or prospective, of sorghum or 
beet root for sugar. It would never do to 
drop the reduction on the sugar duties and 
produce a bill that, while pretending to cut 
down the revenue, would actually augment 
it, as would be the case if the sugar 
duties were not diminished. So in the 
‘last week before the vote was to be 
taken the Finance Committee, who 
had reserved the sugar schedule 
until serious debate upon any proposition

| connected with it would be practically im- 


possihje, spring upon the Senate and the 
country an amendment giving a bounty of 
$1 for every hundredweight ef sugar pro- 
duced from cane, sorghum, or beet roots 
within the territorial limits of the United 
States. Asa measure of economic. legisla- 
tion this proposition is not entitled toserious 
censideration. Itis so crude and shallow, 
80 utterly without evidences of deliberate 
preparation “for so novel and difficult a sys- 
tem that it must be looked upon only as a 
new plank in the Republican platform. . It 
is the ‘‘stump speech in the belly” of the 
proposition that gives it importance; but 
the importance of that can scarcely be ex- 
aggerated. No one, of course, with any 
pretensions to intelligence will be fooled by 
the pretext. that the bounty is to be paid, 
as provided in the bill, out of the proceeds 
of the sugar duties. 1t is simply impossible 
that that should be done. All payments 
from the Treasury are drawn from the com- 
mon fund, ‘from any moneys not other- 
! wise appropriated,” as the laws phrase it. 
The Senate might as well require that the 
jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi shall 
be washed exclusively by the waters of the 
Missouri. 

What the amendment of the Finance 
Committee really isis a declaration by the 
sole authoritative organ of the Republican 
Party at the present moment that any in- 
terest that has had special advantages from 
the tariff shall continue to have them. It 
is an economic adaptation of the doctrine of 
perpetual grace—‘“‘ once in grace always in 
grace.” Those who grow, and, still more, 
those who have wished and expected to 
grow, sugar inthe United States under a 
provision of law that is intended to enable 
them to get $1 40 a hundred pounds for 
their product more-than they could get in 
open trade, are promised that, as that 
advantage is to be cut down to 
70 cents a hundred, they shall have, be- 
sides this 70 cents remaining, $1 in hard 
cash, to be taken from the taxpayers’ earn- 
ings. Thisis precisely the same principle 
in an exaggerated degree as that by which, 
when the British Government abolishes a 
sinecure office, it compensates the incum- 
bent for the loss imposed. It is not a nice 
principle for a Government of free and 
equal citizens. It isa hateful and unjust 
principle, borrowed from the oligarchic 
element of the British system. But it is 
the logical outcome of the notion that all 
may be taxed for the benefit of the favored 
few. 

It is noteworthy, too, that this idea of 
bounties for sugar is brought forward by 
the champions of the ‘‘ American system” at 
the moment that the effete Governments of 
England, Germary, Austria, Belgium, and 
France, having found it intolerably burden- 
some, unequal, and injurious to the general 
interests, have agreed to restrict its appli- 
cation so far as possible with a view to its 
ultimate complete abandonment. It is 
said by scientists that some of the 
most insidious and destructive dis- 
eases prevalent in the United States 
were introduced from Europe, and now 
prevail to a far greater extent than 
in the countries from which they were 
brought, where the progress of enlighten- 
ment has limited their ravages. It would 
seem that a like rule is about to be demon- 
strated as to .political maladies, and that 
the Republican leaders are yielding to what 
—from its history, which is very well known 
—may be called an economic ‘‘ King’s evil.” 
We believe, however, that this is a case 
where the appearance upon the surface of 
the disease which has long preyed in secret 
upon the vitality of the party may lead to 
adequate treatment and ultimate cure. 








TREATMENT OF THE DUDLEY CASE. 
In all the discussion of the famous Dud- 
ley letter there has never been, at least 
since the election, any attempt to deny 
that DupLEY actually wrote the letter and 
that its purpose was to procure the bribery 
of voters in Indiana. These things are 
practically admitted on all hands. Judge 
Woops in rescuing DUDLEY from the hands 
of the United States Grand Jury at In- 
dianapolis did not hint that there was any 
question as to the authenticity of the letter 
or of the purpose of its author. To be sure, 
that was a question for the Grand Jury to 
decide for itself, if the writing of a letter 
counseling and advising bribery was a 
crime. Whether it was or not was doubt- 
less a question of law to be decided by 
the court, but it ought to have been 
raised by a demurrer to the indict- 
ment, when it could have been properly 
argued and passed upon with a chance for 
appeal, instead of being arbitrarily thrown 
out by a Judge in charging the Grand Jury. 
This method of preventing indictments and 
settling legal questions upon which there 
may be differences of opinion, without a 
chance of argument or appeal, is a very 
dangerous one and puts it in the power of a 
Judge to shield from trial any person 
charged with crime. Judge Woops practi- 
cally admits the charge against DUDLEY 
when, in order to prevent his indictment, 
he says that the mere sending of a letter 
* containing advice to bribe voters or set- 
ting forth a scheme for such bribery, how- 
ever bold and reprehensible, is not indict- 
able.” 
' The section of the Revised Statutes under 
which the charge against DUDLEY was 
brought enumerates a number of offenses, 
including bribery of voters, and finally de- 
clares that any one who “ aids, counsels, 
procures, or advises any such voter, person, 
or officer todo any act hereby made a crime” 
shall be punished by a fine or imprisonment 
or both. It seems to us that this clearly 
makes it a crime to counsel or advise the 
bribery of a voter whether the coun- 
sel or advice is followed or not. In 
order to convict it would probably 
be necessary to prove that sumebody 
received the advice, but if it is admitted or 
proved that the letter is genuine, and that 
it contains such advice, that is sufficient 
for a Grand Jury. The discouraging feat- 
ure of the whole business is the lack of 
seriousness with which DupLEY’s action 
hag been treated by all persons of his own 
party, and the disposition to shield him 
not only from punishment, but from trial, 
which haseven affected a Judge on the 
bench, How many persons are likely to 
believe that if the Judge had been a 





Democrat, or if, with the same Judge, the 





‘offender had been a Democrat, the whoa: prod 


view would have been taken of the offense, 
and of the possibility of indicting the of- 
fender ? 

There seems to be a general demoraliza- 
tion of sentiment on the sabject of bribing 
voters, of attempting to bribe them, or of 
advising their bribery. Each party cries 
out against the other, but neither attempts 
to clear its own skirts or bring its own of- 
fenders to judgment. This appears conspic- 
uously in the difficulty of proof. This 
Dudley letter is supposed to have been sent 
to the Chairman of every Republican Coun- 
ty Committee in Indiana, but not one of 
them has denounced it or its evident pur- 
pose. That bribery was committed sub- 
stantially on the plan advised by DupDLEY 
is not doubted, but it would be difficult to 
prove that it was done by receivers of the 
letter in pursuance of its instructions. 
Those engaged in the business would notad- 
mit it, for that would incriminate them- 
selves, and it might not be possible to prove 
it by other evidence. Bribery might ‘be 
proved in many cases which was the actual 
resalt of DUDLEY’s counsel, but it might be 
very difficult to furnish legal proof that it 
was the result of that counsel. The case 
which Judge Woops requires to have made 
out in order to punish DUDLEY is a difficult 
one, perhaps impossible, and that is what 
makes it expedient for the law to make the 
otfense of advising bribery of itself punish- 
able, as it evidently does. 

The general treatment of this case shows 
how callous the public conscience has be- 
come on the subiect of pelitical corruption. 
This is due to the familiarity of the prac- 
tice of vote buying, which has insidiously 
made its way untilit is almost defended as 
@ political necessity. 
persons can be found to condemn it openly 
in specific cases where their own party was 
the beneficiary. It is condemned on general 
principles and in the other party, but virt- 
ually excused, if not justified, by persons 
who belong to the party in whose behalf itis 
committed. This shows the necessity of 
taking measures of prevention, for penalties 
cease to be deterrent when the execution of 
punitive statutes is made difficult and un- 
certain. If there were a wholesome public 
sentiment on the subject, so that penalties 
were exacted with promptness and cer- 
tainty, bribery would be made infamous, 
and consequently rare. There is a sutfii- 
ciently healthy sentiment to sustain pre- 
ventive measures in the form of new safe- 
guards for the ballot, and there should be 
no delay in adopting them. 

THE COPYRIGAT BILL. 

[t is to be hoped that the House may sig- 
nalize this session by the passage of the 
International Copyright bill. -That is all 
that is needed, we are persuaded, to secure 
the enactment of a measure to which there 
is no opposition so respectable that those 
who are carrying it on venture to avow 
themseives or their motives. On the other 
hand, every lawful interest concerned in the 
matter has been conciliated, and ail such 
interests are united in support of the bill. 
The authors, the publishers, and the print- 
ers, all persons who have to do with 
the creation or with thé manufacture 
of books, are arrayed onits side. It. will 
be a public misfortune if a bill so near to 
enactment, and withal so just and so neces- 
sary, fails for want of the one final step. 

It the House neglects to take this step 
the whole project in its present Torm 
lapses, and the preliminary work that has 
been done to unite all interests in its 
support will have to be done over again. 
This work has been done by a few public- 
spirited persons in the profession of author- 
ship and in the publishing trade. While 
they have in a sense been working for their 
own interests, in another sense they have 
been working against them. Thetime they 
have devoted to framing a measure. that 
should be not merely just but acceptable 
to all persons who either had or 
assumed a right to be consulted, might 
have been otherwise employed more 
profitably to themselves. Whether they 
will consent to dothe work over again on 
the same terms is questionable, They will 
be repaid for their labor by a statutory 
acknowledgment that an author is not an 
enemy of the human race and an outlaw 
who may properly be despoiled by every 
country but his own. 

The delay of the House to make such 
acknowledgment is extremely discouraging. 
The Democratic majority cannot better con- 
clude its control of that body than by 
joining the Republican Senate in the pas- 
sage of a measure that will remove a dis- 
grace of too long standing from the national 
reputation. 








“LABOR” AND THE PRISONS. 
The State Workingmen’s Assembly, which 
has just been in session in Albany, is nota 
very dignified nor perhaps a very powerful 


body. Apparently it is controlled by per- 
sons who “work with their mouths” and 
who cultivate ‘‘Labor’ in the hope of 
getting into public office through its votes. 
Nevertheless it is to be supposed that they 
know what organized labor wants, and 
reflect its opinions. It is, therefore, very 
discouraging to find its leaders “ pointing 
with pride” tothe disgraceful condition of 
the prisons of this State. The President of 
the assembly actually declared that he 
was “gladto report that all work in pris- 


‘ons was abolished through the good work 


performed by the labor representatives at 
the extra session of the Legislature.” He 
exhorted his hearers, however, to *‘ watch 
closely the action of both parties on the 
question,” lest the convicts should again 
be put to work at some form of productive 
industry. He warns them that a move- 
ment is on foot to reinstate “the State ac- 
count plan.” Now, as contract labor in the 
prisons was abolished at the instigation of 
the labor agitators, and the State account 
plan substituted, the question is not be- 
tween the State account plan and some oth-. 
er plan, but between the State account 
plan and no plan at all. That is to aay, 
“Labor” looks forward cheerfully to the 
permanent and enforced idleness of the 
convicts, whereby their maintenance is a 
charge upon vhe taxpayers of the. State 
which they themselves do nothing to 
lighten. This is not the worst of it, for, as 
all prison reformers are agreed, steady and.

indeed, the only practicable agency for im- 
proving the moral and intellectual condi- 
tion of convicts and of giving them a 
chance in the world when their terms ex- 
pire. Moreover, it is the best meang of dis- 
cipliné, and without it a prison becomes 
the abode rather of wild beasts than of 
men. ' The enforcement of a ‘“‘separate and 
silent” system of imprisonment, in which 
the prisoners are denied the refuge and the 
solace of work, is the utmost cruelty that 
malignity could devise. Nothing could be 
better fitted to convert the convicts either 
into maniacs or idiots. 

It is not to be supposed that the labor 
agitators are deliberately cruel, but there is 
no cruelty like that of ignorance, and their 
ignorance is dense and hopeless. They 
seem to have a notion that if the convicts 
are prevented from doing any work and 
converted from producers into consumers 
they themselves will be benefited by the 
withdrawal of competition while the de- 
mand for the products of their labor is un- 
diminished. That is to say, if 300,000 
laborers at large in the State instead of 
3,000 in prison could be prevented from 
doing anything they fancy that those who 
remained at work would be better off than 
they now are. They must entertain some 
notion of this kind or their hostility to 
prison labor would be as unaccountable 
as it is unjustifiable. The opposi- 
tion of workingmen out of prison to 
the contract system would be justified 
if it could be shown that the rate of wages 
in any industry had been lowered by the 
competition of prison labor. In that event 
the aggrieved workmen would have a right 
to demand that the prison labor should be so 
distributed that its effect upon their indus- 
try should disappear. This could scarcely 
become a practical question, since the stand- 
ard of wages enters into the market value of 
products, and this standard is fixed for 
every industry by free labor, and not by 
convict labor. As a matter of fact, 
it has not been shown, nor has any attempt 
been made to show, that any single work- 
ingman in the State of New-York has ever 
received one dollar less in wages than he 
would have received in the absence of 
competition from prison labor, while by the 
productiveness of prison labor millions of 
dollars have been saved to the people of the 
State in taxes. 

Nevertheless, it is very well that a labor 
organization should come out in favor of 
maintaining the convicts in idleness. . The 
demagogues in the Legislature and the dem- 
agogue in the Governor’s chair will thus 
perceive that nothing short of the infamous 
and cruel condition to which the convicts are 
now subjected will satisfy their own political 
masters. It is not likely that any showing 
of this sort will have a wholesome effect 
upon Gov. HILL, but it may put some back- 
bone into those members of the Legislature 
who are less confirmed in their evil ways 
and induce them to put an end to a grievous 
scandal, 








THE CASE OF GEN. SW4AI1M. 


The move to have Brig.-Gen. Davin G. 
Swaim, the suspended Judge-Advocate- 
General of the Army, appear before a beard 
of ofticers for examination with a view to 
his retirement, may be regarded as an ef- 
fort to put an end to a most anomalous and, 
indeed, preposterous situation. For nearly 
four years the head of the office having 
charge of the administration of justice in 
the army, and the person whose duty is to 
advise. the President regarding the most 
important proceedings of military courts, 
has himself been under a sentence 
of court-martial suspending him from 
rank and duty, and this sentence has still 
many yearstorun. Indeed, his actual dep- 
rivation of his functions as Juwdge-Advo- 
cate-General dates stili further back, to 
July, 1884, when the charges against him 
were formulated and delivered. Ever since 
that time Col. Guripo N. LieBeEr, the Assist- 
ant Judge-Advocate-General, has had charge 
of Gen. SWAILM’s office and has performed 
its duties, yet without increase of rank or 
pay. ; 

As may be remembered, Gen. SWAIM was 
originally accused, in substances, of at- 
tempting to defraud a banking firm by ne- 
gotiating a due bill on which he had pre- 
viously drawn out the money, and with 
assisting to negotiate pay vouchers which 
he knew to be fraudulent triplicates. The 
latter accusation referred to the Morrow 
case. A court of inquiry, ordered by Sec- 
retary LINCOLN, and consisting of Gens. 
Pork, AUGUR, and SACKET, reported that 
while it was not prepared to say that any 
specitic act developed by the evidence was 
actually fraudulent, yet the evidence did 
shew a series of transactions discreditable 
to any officer of the army, and especially 
demanding the severest condemnation 
when engaged in by an officer holding the 
high position and peculiar relations to the 
administration ef justice held by Gen. 
Swalim. © President ARTHUR 
submitted the case to a 
tial, for which the detail was Gens. 
SCHOFIELD, TERRY, ROCHESTER, HOL- 
ABIRD, MURRAY, and NEWTON, and Cols. 
C. H. SMITH, ANDREWS, BROOKE, BRADLEY, 
AyREs, E. S. OT1s, and BLack, with Major 
GARDINER as Judge-Advocate—an array in- 
cluding a division and a department com- 
mander, four heads of staft departments, 
and seven’ regimental commanders. This 
court, after an elaborate trial, found Gen. 
SwaiM not guilty of the charge of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, and 
also not guilty of neglect of duty under the 
sixty-second article of war, but guilty of 
“conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline under that article.” It 
sentenced him to be suspended from rank, 
duty, and pay for the period of three years; 
but this sentence and the finding of not 
guilty under the first charge were disap- 
proved by the President. The court, on re- 
consideration, adhered to its findings, but 
changed the sentence to suspension of rank 
and duty and forfeiture of pay for one year, 
to be followed by reduction to the grade of 
Judge-Advocate with the rank of Major. 
This sentence was open to the technical ob- 
jection that the court had no power to make 
the reduction, as it ‘created an office and 
filled it.” The third time the court reached 
the present sentence, ‘‘to be suspended from. 
rank and duty for twelve years, and to for-;;

feit one-half his monthly pay every month 
for the same period.” 

This, then, is the situation which Mr. 
CLEVELAND found on his accession to the 
Presidency, less than a fortnight afterward, 
and which he has long desired to remedy. 
Several ways of relieving the army from 
the embarrassment have been suggested, 
but objections have been found to all. The 
nomination and confirmation of his suc- 
cessor, under a well-known decision of the 
Supreme Court and the enactment of a 
special statute, have alike been opposed on 
various grounds. As for retirement, it 
could only be accomplished on proof of dis- 
ability, as none of the retirements for age 
or length of service applies tohim, The 
experience of the last few years has abun- 
dantly confirmed President ARTHUR’s lan- 
guage, in confirming the original sentence, 
that “the idea that an office like that of 
Judge-Advocate-General should remain 
vacant in effect for twelve years merely to 
save a part of its emoluments to its incum- 
bent, under such circumstances, would 
seem to come from an inversion of the 
proper relations of public offices and those 
holding them.” The project of retirement 
for disability has found favor on more sides 
than one. The friends of Gen. Swaim 
would naturally accept this act of relief 
from the court-martial sentence and retire- 
ment on three-fourths pay, instead of his 
present half pay, as being obviously in his 
favor from several peints of view, while those 
who look only to the embarrassment now 
suffered by the army and the absurdity of 
the situation might also welcome that 
way out of it, should it be found practica- 
ble and be wisely used. 











Mayor GRANT not only disclaims all 
knowledge of the Creamer bill, the evident 
purpose of which is to open the way to an 
elevated railroad on Broadway, but ex- 
presses his decided opposition to any kind 
of a railroad in that thoroughfare. No- 
body can be found to accept any respon- 
sibility for Mr. CREAMER’S scheme, and the 
general opinion seems to be that it is a 
“strike,” by which he hopes to serve 
his own interests. He begins very early 
to exhibit the proclivities acquired in the 
old days when he was one of the hench- 
men of TWEED. Tammany did little credit 
to its reform professions when it permitted 
such aman to reappearin the guise of its 
representative at Albany. 








Gov. FLEMING has begun his administra- 
tion of affairs in Florida by an act which 
will commend itself, not only to the people 
of his State who are more immediately 
interested, but to the hundreds of tourists 
who have been accustomed to make Winter 
pilgrimages to the land of orange groves. 
He has called an extra session of the Legis- 
lature for the purpose of establishing a 
State Board of Health, an institutfon which 
Florida has’ sadly needed, and for the lack 
of which her people haye suffered severely. 
Under the present system each county has 
its own little Board of Heaith, each of 
which is apparently jealous of all the 
ethers, and no practical work for the sani- 
tary condition of the State has ever been 
possible. Quarantine regulations . estab- 
lished by one board have been persistently 
ignored by the boardsof adjoining counties, 
and even when the yollow fever has been 
raging furiously in the Stateit has been 
found impossible to secure any concert of 
action from the guardians of the public 
health.

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PLAIT’S MAN KNAPP TALKS. 


HE SEES NO IMPROPRIETY IN ABUSING 
A CLUB’S HOSPITALITY. os 

AUEURY, N, Y., Jan. 16.—Gen. John N. Knapp 
and Gen. Clinton D. Maedougall have returned 
to Auburn, and to-day reporters tried to ascer- 
tain something about the Platt petition, claimed 
to have been circulated by them atthe banquet 
given the members of the Electoral College by 
the Fort Orange Club at Albany on Monday 
evening. Gen. Knapp talked freely to a re- 


rter, who asked him if the statements made 
y tng Albany correspondents were true. He 
sald: 

‘‘Itis true that I was an interested spectator 
of ail the proceedings of the Electoral College 
from the opening peint to the adjournment. It 
is true that I attended the delightful reception 
given by the Fort Orange Ulub upon the even- 
ing of the same day; but [did not on either 
occasion seé, sign, or cireulate any petition or 
other paper recommending Senator Platt or any 
other person fur a position. in President Harri- 
son’s Cabinet. During the half-hour recess of 
the Electoral College, taken to await the de- 
posit of its certificate in the Post Oftice, as re- 
bpm = by law, I did see a petition to President 

arrison circulated among the Electors, and 
numerously signed by them, recommending the 
appointment of an eminent Republican (not 

r. Platt) of this State as foreign Minister to 
an important diplomatic post. Although I 
neither signed nor circulated that paper, it did 
not then occur to me, nor dol new perceive, 
that there was any impropriety in Republican 
Eleetors commending au eminent Republican to 
the favorable consideration of President Harri- 
son for any position tor which they might think 
him worthy aud well qualified. If wé are to 
credit the press reports Representatives in Con- 
gress, United States Senators, Presidential 
Electors, members of the Union League Club, 
and other prominent Republicans from nearly 
every Stute in the Union have wended their 
way to Indianapolis to express their views or 
preferences to Gen. Harrisor as to the construc- 
tion of bis Cabinet. There can de no debate as to 
the propriety of their doing so, and undoubtedly 
Gen. Harrison, like all his predecessors, tespest- 
fully receives and welcomes all these various 
suggestions. It would be exceedingly strange 
if it were otherwise.” 

“‘ How do you account for the statements of 
the correspondents ?’’ 

“1 can’t quite account for them, but it ocours 
to me toremind you that these gentlemen are 
all correspondents of Democratic or Mugwump 
newspapers. I notieed during the recent Presi- 
dential compaign that I coula not with perfect 
safety rely upon the precise acouracy of all 
their statements; but I was not without hope 
that the result of the campaign would cure, or 
at least somewhat alleviate, their unfortunate 
infirmity.” 

Gen. Macdougall declined to be interviewed 
on the subjeet, and refused to deny or confirm 
the truth of the statements.

RESOLUTIONS TO BE PASSED BY THE 


SOUTH DAKOTA CONVENTION. 
HuRON, Dakota, Jan. 16.—The heavy snow- 
storm that has prevailed since midnight has 
delayed all trains, and the Statehood Conven- 
tion did not meet until 3 o’clock. Much caucus- 
ing was done this morning. The impression 
now is that the only thing to be done is for the 


convention to meet and pass resolutions ask- 
ing Congress fer immeclate admission under the 
present Constitution. 

A few delegates seemed determined to insist 
On memorializing the Bismarck: Legislature tor 
another Coustitutional Convention, but their 
strength 18 potas great as it was last night. 
This measure is not likely to wiu, though dele- 
gates on incoming trains may change tie senti- 
ment ‘he Sieux Falls men will insiston the 
measure if any reinforcements arrive from the 
south, Many delegations sent proxies by wire, 
being unabie to reach bere because of we 
storm. The trains are bringing » large number 
of delegates. ‘The first question asked, is: 
“What are we here for!” No one can answer 
the question. 

From what can be gathered from newly- 
arrived delegates there will be no show ior the 
new constitutional delegates to carry their 
point, though it is said they have proxies 
enough to win. 

There was never a better opportunity for the 
big Middle State than now, but more experi” 
enced leaders say that the conflict will be 
averted, and the eonvention will indorse Cox 
und urge measures to secure immediate State- 
hood. The resolutions are prepared and will 
be presented immediately On organization as 
follows: 

First--Contirming everything that has already 
been done looking to Statehood for South Dakota. 

second—Attirming that South Dakota is ready and 
auxious for admission uuder the provisions of the 
Siwux Falls Constitution. 

Third--Ln eveut ot the present Congress failing 
to admit seuth Dakota to Statehood, arginug in the 
strongest pussible terms tbe calling of an extra 
session of the Fifty-iirst Congress to secure the ad- 
mission of the Territorios. 

It 1s believed that these resolutions will pass 
without great opposition. 





A JOURNALIST’S EXFLOIT.

REMINISCENCE OF A PROMINENT WASH- 
INGTON CORRESPONDENT. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 16.—Major W. W. 
Screws, editor of the Advertiser, tells the follow- 
ing unwritten histuryin the life of the late 
Zebulon L. White, the prominent Washington 
correspondent who died at Nassau a few days 
ago: 

“*In 1872 in the great Herndon Lewis canvass 
White came to Alabama and wrote a series of 
letters describing the situation here. He did 
the State great good by his truthful reports of 
the situation. He went over to Chotow County, 
which had been vilely slandered by the North- 
ern press, and made a fair repurtof the true 
state of aifairs to bls paper. iu tne celevrated 
Sumter County excitement he followed up 
Heater, the deteetive anu spy, and exposed his 
vile plans for overawing the people. 

*Trecall a piece of newspaper work that 
White did in this State that wiil serve to show 
how well he worked in the harness of the jour- 
nalist. While in the town ef Livinston, Sumter 
County, a grest many secret telegrams were 
sent from Montgemery, then the headquarters 
of the Radical ofiiciais to Hester, giving nim di- 
rections and instructions as to how he shouid 
use the troops stationed there to surprise and 
intimidate the people. Mr. White could read 
telegraph—that is to say, he could catch a mes- 
sage by the sound of the instrament. He heard 
the telegram of instructions te Hester about 12 
o’clock in the day and retained it in his miad, 
He took a vehicle and made bis way across the 
country six miles to Coatopa, a station on the 
Alabama Central Railroad, caught the fires 
train, and reached Montgomery that night. The 
next morning the Adverliser threw consterna- 
tion into the camp of the Republicans by pub- 
lishing in full the secret telegrams instructing 
their minions how to buildoze and overawe the 
people of Sumter. White had reproduced the 
the secret telegrams with pencil and paper.”

BXPSHOTED TO. DO IT, 
REPUBLICAN SENATORS ‘ GRAVELY AR~§ 
GUING THE PROPOSITION—POCKET-' 
KNIVES TO PAY A HIGHER DUTY. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Nelther Democratie: 
per Republican Senators had anything ma- 
terial to add to-day to the debate whieh be- 
gan on Monday on the Vest amendment, to sub- 


stitnte salt for attar of roses on the free list of | 


the pending tariff bill. The question was on the 
adoption of the amendment, therefore, at the 
beginning of to-day’s work on the measure, and 
the Republicans to a man went on record as 
favoring free attar of roses and a tax on salt. 
The Democratic Senators voted solidly for 
free salt, but the proposal was of course 
defeated. Tho rest of the day was spent 
in talking on the Fiaance Committee’s 
amendment te more than double the existing 
tax on tin plates, of which nearly 300,600 tons, 
are annually imported from abroad, and of 
which not one pound is made in the ‘United 
States. The proneness of Senaters to diversify 
their debates on any given subject with, 
speeches on other subjects was manifested in 
the discussion of tin plate duties. Farm values, 
nogro labor, the late elections, skates, and “‘Con-’ 
federate Brigadiers’” were talked about. and the! 
result was a failure to reach a vote on the tin- 


yinte paragraph, leaving it to be taken up again 
O-morrow. ‘ 

The amendments. offered by Mr. Allison, in-, 
creasing the rates on cross-cut, mill, Ps and; 
drag saws 2 cents per ov god foot, were disposed: 
of by their adoption, and then the Iowa Senator: 
called up the paragraphs relating to sheet iron. 
end steel and tin plates. He modified the 
amendment offered on Monday tothe iron and 
steel sheet paragraph so as to strike out the: 
classification of sheets not thinner than No. 29 
wire gauge. The modifi amendment was 
adopted without debate, and then the proposed 
amendments to the sections covering tin plates 
were taken up. Mx. Allison expiained, in reply 
to questions from Mr. Jones of Arkansas, that 
the amenéments would make the duty on tin 
plates 1.4 cents a pound and % or & cent a 
pound additional This, Mr. Jones pointed out,’ 
‘was an increase of over 100 per cent. over the 
existing law. He went on toargue that there 
was oo tn-plate industry in this country and 
that the Government did net need the revenue. 

Mr. Allison said the Finance Committee had 
been informed, and he felt sure that the adop- 
tion of the proposed duty weuld result at once 
in the manufacture in this courtry of all the tin 
plates used here. The amendment did uot in- 
crease the duty until J: 1, 1890, ana by that 
time pleats would be set up. for the making of 
all the tin. plates required. But before that 
Mr. Allison ‘thought a great: deal of tin plate 
would be made here. The importation of tin’ 
plates was about 283,000 tons a year, and a 
very large portion was thinner than No. 29 wire 
gauge, Which would maxe the duty 115 per 
oent. higher than under the present law. 

Mr. Vance drew frem Mr. Allison the fact that 
the proposed sheet-iron duties were suggested 
by sheet-ironfmakers,although the Iowa Senator 
would not admit that the tin plate increase was 
asked for by the iron*makers. 

Mr. Jones seored a point by showing that the, 
committee had arranged not to increase the 
duty until the manufacturers ceuld have time 
to arrange tu pocket all the increase. It was 
unwilling to have the increase take effect at 
ones, because the money thus taken. from the 
people would go to the Government instead of 
to manufacturers. The proposal was to deable 
the tax on an article of prime tag aged and to 
divert that tax frem the Treasury to the manu- 
facturers. Mr. Jones gave some figures of the 
cost of making tin plates, and earnestiy oritt- 
eised the remiasion of nine-tenths of the duty 
on all tin plateg used in the manufacture of tin 
good:w be sold abroad. He thought the Amer- 
ican people ought te have ten-tenths of the tax 
remitted, and so he moved to add tin plates to 
the free list. He shewed that mere than $4,000- 
000 had been remitted to manufacturers ef tin-, 
ware so that they could sell their goeds oheap 
to foreign purchasers, and he contended that 
this was an outrageous discriminatien against 
our own people. 

Mr. Morgan toek up the same line of argu- 
ment, and declared that the committtee pro- 
posed to put ona prohibitery tariff to enable 
somebody to make tim plates here and make big 

rofits. Mr. Allison, in reply to a question by 
Mr. Morgan, modified his statement that the 
duty would enable Americans to make ali their ' 
owB tin plates by saying that if the English mak- 
ers would censent to take a smaller profit than 
they now obtained they woald, of course, con- 
tinue to sell some goods in the Unitea States. 
Mr. Morgan read an earnest speech on the gen- 
eral subject of taxation, holding that the im- 
ponition of duties for prohibiting importations 
was @ gross porversion of the constitutional 
powers of Congress. He was unable to find any 
solid constitutional ground for the “ protection 
of American industries” by taxation,. and this 
and the prehibition of imports were the ocon- 
trolling features of the pending Tariff bill. The 
contrast between the Milis bill and the Senate 
substitute in these respects was strongly 
brought out by Mr. Morgan, who did not mince 
his words in dealing with the aims and purpeses 
— Republicans in the preparatien ef their 
b 


Strikes and lock-outs were discussed at con- 
siderable length by the Senator from Alabama, 
who held that they were the direct outcome of 
the protective tariff tax, and declared that 
strikes never oecurred in. unprotected indus- 
tries. Figures to sustain his positio#g were 
given by the speaker, who was finally interrupt- 
ed by Mr. Hawley, who directed his attention 
to the difference in farm values in Wisconsin 
and Alabama, two States in whieh the popula- 
tien per square mile was practically the same. 
The Conneetieut Senator held that the higher 
value of Wisconsin lands was due entirely te 
the operation of protective tariff laws. Mr. 
Morgan poomoty replied thatif the negrees of 
Alabama  coul e@ ex ead from = that 

and never permitted to re- 
Alabama lands would advance te 
values far exceeding any lands in Wisconsin. 
He wert on to speak of the cost of raising a 
boy to the age of 18 or 19, when he could de a 
man’s work, fixing the average at about $1,600. 
This enormous tax Alabama had to pay to raise 
each of its negro laborers, and when they were 
raised they were worthless and an incubus and 
a burden “en the State. Wisconsin, on the 
other hand, had had most of her labor supplied 
by the immigration of full-grewn Scandinavians 
and others, who went there ready raised, and 
the expense of whose raising had already been 
paid by somebody else. 

Mr. Blair, who oan never keep frem meddling 
when he hears the negro spoken of, asked if 
Mr. Morgan favored the emigration of the ne- 
groes from the South in a body. The Senater 
replied that he ne es favor their remevalin a 
body, but he h always favored seattering 
them over the country on the plan proposed by 
Mr. Windom when he was in the Sonate. Mr. 
Blair intimated that the people of New-Hamp- 
shire would not be afraid to take in the ne- 
groes, and Mr. Morgan respended that he would 
be very glad indeed if he could turn over to 
New-Hampshkire about 100,000 abama ne- 
groes. “I wish,” said Mr. Morgan, ‘that 
among the many societies the Senator from 
New-Hampshire gets up he would get up ene 
for the introduction of negroes from Alabama 
into New-Hampshtire, and I willdo my best to 
promote his soeiety, get subscriptions for it, 
and get the negroes to migrate.” 

“J think,” replied Mr. Blair, “that it would 
be quite as mueh for the interest of my State to 
encourage the eelored people of Alabama to 
migrate there as to encourage the white people 
of that State to do so.” 

“The Senator may spare himeelf,” said Mr. 
Morgan, “all of his invective against the people 
of Alabama. It will not produce any sort of ex- 
citement.” 

“I will be very glad,” responded Mr. Blair, 
“to limit my general reflection on the white 
people of my 2 and confine it to the Sen- 
ator with wilfOm I am engaged in cellequy.” 

“Tf,” Mr. Morgan exclaimed, ‘‘any provi- 
dential thing should keep the Senator and me 
apart I would be thankful. He adds nothing to 
my happiness, and I think that a more intimate 
association with him would impreve me neither 
in temper nor information, nor in any other 
way.” The Alabama Senator added that it mat- 
tered not to him how he was regarded by the 
New-Hampshire Senator, nor would it concern 
him if er. parted forever. “I am ready to 
part with him now,” continued Mr. Mergan, 
*‘for the Senater does not, never has, and never 
will in any way contribute te either my pleas- 
ure or ng 3 comfort, now or hereafter.

Mr. Allison, acting for the Finance Commit- 
ytee, will ask the Senate, to-morrow to make a 
radieal change in the paragraph of the Tariff 


bill relating to pocket knives and razors. 
. Under existing law these articlespay aduty of 
50 per cent. ad valorem. The Mills bill left 
them without change. As reported from the 
comnmaittes, the Senate substitute provided for 
&@ specific duty of 50 cents a dozen blades and 
an ad valorem duty of 25 per eent. There are 
no data in the statistics of importationa from 
which to compute the specific duties of the 
Benate bill, but the Treasury Department ex- 
perts believe that the bill largely increases the 
present duties. 

The Finance Committee has heard from the 
Conneeticut outlery manufacturers, and it new 
\ propeses @ very large increase over its own 
‘original figures. The amendment to be offered 
‘§o-morrow provides that all penknives or 
\pooke$knives and arts thereof, wholly er 
partly manufactured, shall pay 12 cents a 
dozen and 50 per cent. ad. valorem if valued 
at not more than 50 cents a dozen. If vaiued 
‘at from 50 cents to $2 a dozen they shall pay 36 
cents a dozen and 50 per cent. ad valorem, 
while, if valued at more than $2 a dozen, they 
shall pay 60 cents a dozen and 50 per cent. ad 
_Valorem. Razors and razor blades are to pay 
$1 a dozen and 50 percent. ad valorem when 
valued at not more than $4 a dozen, but if val- 
ued at over $4 a dozen the duty istobe$i 25a 
dozen and 50 per eent, ad valorem. 

From these figures it will be seen that the 
duty on pocket knives and razorsis3 to be raised 
all the way from 12 cents to $1 25 a dozen over 

‘the present law. The importations of these 
goods in the fiscal year 1887 amounted im value 
to mere than $1,419,000, the duty collected be- 
ing over $709,000. Possibly, with the idea of 
making its heavy increase on pocket knives 
and razors a little easier for the people to swal- 
low, the Finance Cemmittee will propose to re- 
duce the duty of 20 eents a dozen and 30 per 
cent. ad valorem, fixed by the bill upen all 
other knives, to 15 eents adezen and 80 per 
cent. ad valorem. But even this reduction will 
still leave the duty on knives muth higher than 
in the existing law, which putsit at 35 per cent. 
‘ad valorem. % 
” 

The growers of beets, sorghum, and sugar cané 
who may have got the impression from press 
reports of the proposed bounty amendment to 
the Senate Tariff bill that they are to be taken 


care of will soon find out that in this matter, as 
in all other matters touched by the Finance 
Committee in treating the tariff, it is the manu- 
facturerand not the agrieulturist who is te got 
the bounty. It is not tbe producer of beets, sor- 
ghum, or sugarcane thatis te be subsidized, bat 
\the producer of sugar from these agricultural 
articles. The sugar producer or manufacturer 
must take out a license, must state how much 
sugar he expects to produce, and must describe 
‘the machinery with which he proposes to make 
it. Itis provided that bounty shall net be paid 
on imported sugar refined here, but it is sug- 
gested that the opportunities for trieking tbe 
Government out of w bourty on foreign sugar 
will be too great to be resisted by refiners of en- 
terprise and dash. 
‘ This sugar beunty amendment has brought: 
forward new applicants for bounty. The glu- 
oose Manufacturers say that their product, with 
80 per cent. of saccharine strength, is just as 
muvwh entitled to high protection as Deet sugar 
at a higher percentage of saccharine strength. 
The Heuse bill keeps the tax on grape sugar at 
20 per cent; the Senate advances lt to about 37 
ereent. The Senate rate on cane sugar is 
37-100 and 47-100. Tne glucose men wanld 
like to know why they should not have as much 
jduty and bounty to protect the sugar produced 
, from corn and potatoes as is to be given to the 
‘producers of sugar from beets and sorghum, 
yet at the same time they admit they are ex- 
porting glucose, and that it is sold abroad 
,cheaper than it is here, and with a profit. 

This is a season when the frankness and 
eheek of the manufacturer has only to be made 
known to be enceuraged. There is no reason 
why,if the glucose men want te put a little 
more tax upen the people in order to reapa 
higher profit, they should not get what they 
want from Mr. Allison’s committee. 


The colored cartoons by Mr. Louis C. Tif- 
fany, which were reeently described in this 
journal among the exhibits at the Architectural 
League, are net for the building to be erected on 
the corner of the Yale campus, but for the new 
library.

Mr. Chittenden’s generous gift includes the 
stained-glass windows for which Mr. Tiffany 
made these cartoons. The memorial building 
designed by Mr. Bruce Pries for the corner ef 
Chapel and Chureh atreets was catalogued by 
Wistake as a library. Its purpose haa not yet 
beer defined and the donor of it-has preferred 
to remain unknown. The design ef Mr. Prices 
looks more like an ornamental entrance tuo the 
quadrangie than alibrary, and it may be that 
ander the title of a memerial building the giver 
wishes te provide a costly main entranee to the 
eollege grounds from the most frequented 
streets. The character of its architecture is 
more than commonly inharmonious with the 
other buildings at Yale, but few Ameriean col- 
leges have yet had in its Faoulty the strength 
of mind and will to carry througha definite 
polioy with regard to new buildings. The effort 
now should be to settle upon the least objection- 
able, most practical, and béautifyul building or 
buildings on a given campus and require the 
architects of new structures to adhere to the 
same style of architecture. 





IN THE WHISKY TRUST’S OLUTOR. 

A report which was circulated yesterday 
that the Whisky Trust had beught the distillery 
at St. Paul, which was built avowedly to under- 
sell and break the trust, is generally consid- 
ered correct by whisky men here.

acture. The new distillery met the cut so

entail on the new-comers. 

The trust prices are still quoted at a shade 
below the prices of outside distillers. If the St. 
Paul sale has actually occurred, many believe 
that the war of prices will not be carried fur- 
ther. On the other hand, some of the smaller 
distillers will be driven to the wall if the 
hammering of prices shall continue. Whether 
the trust will think it worth while to pursue 
this small game while the larger outside houses 
seem to be out of reaehof danger is « problem 
te be answered only by market quotations in 
the near future.

1T POPS UP SERENELY IN 


THE ASSEMBLY AGAIN. 
SENATOR LAN@BEIN OBJECTS TO DRAFTS 
AND WANTS THE SEATS OF THE 


SENATE CHAMBER REARRANGED. 

ALBANY, Jan. .16.—Mr. Greene, who is appar- 
ently not a bit discouraged by his failure of 
last year, popped up serenely in the Assembly 
to-day with his little bill to incorporate the 
New-York and New-Jersey Railroad Bridge 
Company. The only change of Importance in 
the bill is that which gives the Mayor of New- 
York, instead of the Governor of the State, the 
authority to appoint one person who, with 
George 8. Field, Andrew H. Green, Charles 
McDonald, Charles M. Vail, and Frank K. Hain 
shall fgfm the Board of Commissioners. 

Mr. Kerrigan introduced another iil, which 
has appeared in the Assembly with more or 
less regularity for the past four or five years. 
It provides that at least one pier in every five 
upon both the North and East Rivers, begin- 
ning at the Battery, New-York, shall be set 
apart for the use of domestic commerce, and no 
sheds shall be erected upon them. During the 
Summer months they must be illuminated at 
night by electricity in order that the poor of the 
city may use them as places of promenade. 

Mr. Creamer offered a bill which, if passed, 
will alleviate to no inconsiderable extent the 


terrible sufferings during the hot Summer 
months of the denizens ot the New-York tene- 
ment district along the “East River. {t author- 
izes the Dock Department to build a pier_be- 
tween Tenth and Fourteenth streets, on the East 
River, the pier to be open te the free use and 
enjoyment of the‘public from May 1 te Oot. 31. 
During these months the pier must not be used 
for storage or other purposes. 

Among the other 24 bills introduced inthe 
Assembly were the following: 

By Mr. Reesch—To increase the term of office of 
the Surrogate in the city and county of New-York 
to 14 years, and to make his salary equal to that 
yoo by the several Justices uf the Supreme 

sourt. 

By Mr. Greene—To authorize the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to compile and report to the Legislature a 
schedule of felonies and misdemeanors existing by 
virtue of the statutes of this te, except those 
embraced within the Code of Criminal Procedure 
and in the Penal Code. 

By Mr, Mase—An amendment to the banking law, 
authorizing the Trustees of savings banks to pur- 
chase the bonds of the cities of Boston, Chicago, 
and St. Louis as investments. 

By Charles Smith—To incorporate the Grand 
Lodge of the Order of Sons of Liberty in the State. 

A very peculiar bill was presented in the Sen- 
ate to-day by Senator O’Conner. It is an act re- 

‘lating to infant married women and non-resi- 
dent female infants. The first seetion provides 
that “any married woman, though under the 
age of 21 years, uniting with her huspand in 
the conveyance of his real property shall be 
held competent and se to have effectually re- 
leased her dower in the real-estate so conveyed.” 
Bection 2 reads: ‘‘ Any female over the age of 
18 years and under the age of 21 years, residing 
out of the Btate of New-York and in any 
State or Territory in the United States or in the 
District of Columbia, who by the laws of her 
place of residence 18 of full age, may execute at 
her place of residence any deed or other instru- 
ment in writing affecting property or interests 
within this State, and such deed or writing 
shall have the same effect as if at’ the time of 
executing the same she were of full age and 
executed the same within this State.” 

The lawyers of the Senate speak of the bill gs 
aremarkable one, whose purpose apparently 
is to permit a married weman between the ages 
ef 18 and 21, living out of the State, to sign 
away property in this State. As the law now 
stands a married woman under 21 can make a 
will, but cannot sign away property. 

Another measure which attracts much atten- 
tion and which emanates from the same source 
limite the bequest to any corporation of benevo- 
lent, charitable, scientific, and missionary 
societies of more than one-half of the estate of a 
person leaving a wife or child or parent after 
the payment of his or her just debts. 

Senator Raines introduced a bill which 
amends the Insurance act ef 1854 by adding to 
section 2 the words: ‘And any corporation, 
asseciation, or society engaged in the business 
of casuslty insurance upon the co-operative or 
assessment pian, and depositing with the Super- 
intendent of the Insurance Department securi- 
ties to the amount ef at least $50,000, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, shall have 
the right to issue a policy or certifieate of mem- 
bership providing for and naming fixed amounts 
to be paid as benefits thereunder,” 

Benator Robertson offered his bill of last year, 
slightly amended, incorporating the Webb 
Home for shipbuilders. 

Awong the Senate bills were these of Corpo- 
ration Counsel Jenks, introduced in the House 
yesterday, appropriating $1,900,000 for buiid- 
ing overtiow sewers in Brooklyn, and prohibit 
ing the appointment of any person holding 
olticegunder city, county, State, or national ad- 
ministrations as a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation of Brooklyn. 

Consideration of the resolutions in memory of 
Judge Lew has been postponed till Jan. 31. 

The joint committee of the House and Senate 
on arranging the Sheriaan memorial exercises 
met to-day, With Gen. Curtis in the chair and 
Senator O’Connor as Secretary. On motion of 
Col. Murphy Gen. Henry Warner Slocum wae 
selected to preside op the occasien of the serv- 
ices. Senater Vedder and Gen. Batcheller 
were appointed a committee to choose an 
orator, and Messrs. Curtis, Batcheller and Long- 
ley, on the part of the House, and Worth, Mur- 
phy, Vedder, and O’Connor frem the Senate. to 
arrange the programine. The* date has not 
been fixed, but is likely to be early in April, 
probably on the twenty-fourth anniversary of 
the battle of Sailors’ Creek, which was one of 
the most important battles of the war, as it 
certainly was the greatest that Sheridan won.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE DRAMA: VARIOUS TOPICS. 

From the newspaper reviews of the first 
performance of “Macbeth” at the Lyceum 
Theatre, in London, it is learned that the weak- 
est passage was that in which Mr. Irving might 
have beer expected to triumph most, the ban- 
quet scene. That episode was treated in a very 
ineffective way. The ghest of Banquo was intro- 
duced in the old way, except that the lights went 
down, leaving the hall in utter darkness during 
each ef Macbeth’s fits of frenzy. This device 
was resorted to by Mr. Irving when the ghost 
appeared in the closing scene of ‘“‘ Hamlet,” and 
accepted; but 1ts effect is said to be the reverse 
of thrilling in the banquet scene, which is other- 
wise pictured in the mostrealisticfashion. For 
the rest the leng and elaborate articles do not 
give a better idea of the general effect of the 
performance than was given inthe excellent ae- 
count sent by eable te THE TimEs. It 1s admit- 
ted to be, in a pictorial sense, the finest Shake- 
spearean preduction London has ever seen. The 
factis dwelt upon, wisely, that the acting of 
Miss Terry as Lady Macbeth, which is admitted 
on all sides to be fascinating and poetic, can be 
better judged of after she has grown used to 
the character. 

Mr. Irving’s Macbeth is net, of course, founded 
on any new “conception.” It is still Shake- 
speare’s Macbeth, and its shorteomings are due 
not to any fault ef Mr. Irving’s understanding, 
(which is never at fault,) but to his limited and 
censtrained powers of expression. Mr. William 
Archer expresses the whoie truth, apparently, 
in a single sentence: “We can get along very 
well witheut Locke’s music but scarcely with- 
out Suakespeare’s.” Certain passages of solilo- 
quy are said to be given with wonderful ef- 
tect. No actor now on the stage ean give to a 
seliloquy the effect of pagoomerttesee utterance 
more skillfully than Mr. Irving. His rendering 
of the soliloquies in ‘“‘Hamlet” is unsurpassed 
in this particular. The declamatory passages 
in his Macbeth, however, are said to be harsh 
and colorless. ‘ 

On the whole the impression is derived that 
the newness of the Macbeth and Lady Macbeth 
at the Lyceum is a quality related rather to the 
personality and artistic method ef the aetors 
than to a new rendering of the meaning of the 
tragedy. Clement Seott says of Ellen Terry in 
the murder scene: “She might have been a Cas- 
sandra of Rossetti, or a Clytemnestra of Burne- 
Jones, or a Medea of Sandys.” 

It is not a new reading to indicate that Mac- 
beth’s ambition has impelled him to evil 
thoughts before the play begins, and that he 
and his wife has thought of the mur 
der of Duncan before the witehes on 
the heath utter their Lender py There 
is warrant for this in the text ef acbeth’s 
first scene, though some actors have not 
heeded it, and there is abundant material else- 
where in the play for the foundation of argu- 
ments againstit. Itisa Pp! ty that Mr. Irving 
has not followed Mr. Booth’s plan of discarding 
the visible ghost of cy gr ane altogether. This 
was done once in the old days by Jehn Kemble, 
but the people in the pit did not like it. Mr, 
Booth, however, in the banquet scene of 
“ Macbeth,” produces a powerful effect without 
the assistance of a buriy, bloody Banquo. 
Praise is given to Mr. George Alexander’s Mac- 
duff, and to the three witches, performed by 
actresses of some renown, Miss Marriott, Mise 
Desborough, and Miss Seaman. 

The progress of the young actress, Julia Mar- 
lowe, pe rites oe the American cities has thus far 
been attended with triumph, bat it is to be 
hoped that Miss Marlowe does not read all the 
newspaper notices inspired by her creditable 
and promising acting in the poetic drama, or if 
she reads them that she possesses sufliciert 
strength of character not to be influenced by 
the unlicensed gush she has evoked. Miss Mar- 
lowe can scarcely be fairly likened to Adelaide 
Neflson. She lacks the gift of rare beauty,’ whieh 
was the most potent charm of that remarkable 
woman at the very beginning of her career, and 
she cannot hepe te efface the memory of Miss 
Neilson’s Imogen and Juliet even when her 
artistie powers have grown far beyond their 
present condition. 

Miss Marlowe’s reception im Philadelphia has 
been extraordinary. She is written about as if 
her ability had been discovered in that clean, 
dulltewn, in spite of the fact that both New- 


couraged her, and her enterprising manager 
does not hide bis light, or Miss Marlowe’s, under 
a bushel. Everything she does is lauded to the 
skies. The staidest journal in the usually staid 
town devotes nearly a column of rhapsody te 
her performance of Resalind, a eharacter which 
she is as yet neither old enough nor skillful 
enough to act properiy. Incidentally a neat 
summary of the plot of the play of ‘*As You 
Like It” is given, with poetic allusions to the 
charms of life in the forest or Arden, “its 
gnarled boles, its green lush sward, its quiet 
husb, and its antlered denizens.” 

Miss Mariowe impressed observers in New- 
York as a sensible, painstaking young woman, 
gifted with an unusual degree of artistie per- 
ception. Her Parthonia was simple and charm- 
ing, her Juliet girlish and inadequate, and her 
Viola a faint suggestion of what it may be when 
her powers mature. She may survive all this 
green lush and quiet hush and blatant gush and 
steadily improve in the right direction; and we 
have strong hope that she will. 

In regard to the pictorial exhibition supposed 
to illustrate Shakespeare’s ‘‘Antony and Cleo- 
patra’ that 1s now on view at Pailmer’s Theatre 
seme curious misstatements have been pub- 
lished. For instance, it has been said that on

But Shakes- 
peare gotthem directly from . Plutarch, and in 
the version of the tragedy now used at Palmer’s 
the character of Mardian is retained, and is 
quite as Frey as most of the other char- 
acters. These misstatements are not important, 
perhaps, but they show the tendency that some 
writers on theatrical matters have to publish 
misinformation.

The sixth publication of tne Dunlap Soeiety is 
& neat pamphlet containing the biennial reports 
of the Secretary (Mr. Brander Matthews) and 
the Treasurer, (Mr. Thomas J. McKee.). The 
Dunlap Society was founded in 1886 for the 
purpose of bringing together “all those inter- 
ested in the history of the American theatre,” 
and ** to issue such books and pamphlets as may 
throw light en this history, most of whioh must 
otherwise remain unknown, unprinted, and 
often, ne doubt, unwritten,” and to collect and 
preserve American theatrical portraits. The 
society was named appropriately in honor of 
William Dunlap, one of the first American 
dramatists and the first historian of the Amer- 
ican stage. 

The society has thus far published ‘‘ The Con- 
trast,” Royal Tyler’s comedy; ** The Father; or, 
American Shandyism,” a comedy by Dunlap; 
“Opening Addresses—1752-1880,”" collected 
and edited by Laurenee Hutton; Dunlap’s trag- 
edy of “ Andre,” Joseph N. Lreland’s * Memoir 
ofthe Professional Life of Thomas Abthorpe 
Cooper,” and these sogeeh These volumes are 
printed ina very limited number, and are cir- 
culated only amorg members. They are all 
handsomely made and illustrated with repro- 
ductions of curious old prints and the like. It 
eosts only $5 a year to become a member of the 
society and obtain the books. The most vaiua- 
ble work now in contemplation is a much-need- 
ed “Biographical Account of American The- 
atrical Literature,” modeled on Mr. Rohkert W. 
Lowe’s excellent book on English theatrical 
literature. Mr. ‘thomas J. McKee will under- 
take this work. 


“DAS RHEINGOLD.” 

The Metropolitan Opera House was well 
filled last evening in spite of the rain Dy an au- 
dience which expressed its pleasure emphat- 
ically.

THE ARKANSAS LEGISLATURE URGED TO 
CREATE A COMMISSION. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Jan. 16.—The message of 
the retiring Governor ef Arkansas, Simon P. 
Hughes, was read in joint session of the Legis- 
lature to-day. . 

The Governor treats local questions in detail. 
He calls attention to the fact that the assessed 
valuation of taxable property in. the State for 
1888 is $154,000,000, an increase in 10 years ef 
nearly $15,000,000. The entire debt of the 


State is not quite $5,000,000. The public school 

system is developiug, the school fund from all 

sources being nearly $1,684,000. The Governor 

recommends the establishment of a mining, 

Manufacturing, and agricultural bureau, to in- 

Pope immigration. On the questien of railroads 
© Says: 


“The act a by the General’Assembly of 1887, 
known as the Smith bill, was buta declaration of 
the common law and a re-enactment of the pro- 
visi ns of our State Constitution, It gave no new 
righis or remedies. What is needed is not a decla- 
Tati n of rightsgbut an efficient, upeedy, and inex- 
pensive meaas of enforcing rights already existing, 
and of redressing wrongs. for which the law pro- 
Vides adequate penalties. We need effective means 
of preventing injustice. The mere existence of the 
proper means for the efficient control of railroads, 
and for the settlement of questions constantly 
growing out of the transportation of persons and 
Hr on over them, would of itaelf prevent many 
of the abuses incident to it, and save the citizens of 
the State many thousands of dollars annually. 
Capital, through combinations and organized cor- 
porations, has always been and will always be able 
to care for its interests. Mi is the people who par- 
ticularly need protection. A Board of Railroad 
Commissioners should be created and authorized 
and required to exercise fuil and cemplete super- 
vision over the railroads of the State, and to compel 
thom to comply with the laws and to furnish ade. 

uate facilities at reasonable compensation and at 
the proper time; to transport all the products of 
the country that are offered for transportation. 

“Since the adjournment of the General Assembly 
of 1887, the lumber men of the State especially 
have occasionally suffered great inconvenience, em- 
barrassment in business, and loss for the want of 
cars to transport their products to market prompt- 
ly, and much inconvenience has been suffered by 
other lines of business for want of sufficient cars to 
transport freight over some of the roads in the 
State. This ought not to be suffered, and it is the 
duty ofthe General Assembly to provide against 
such conditions, so destructive to the business and 
prosperity of the people of the State. There is no 
way in which this can be so effectually done as 
through a Board of Railroad Commissioners, which 
could adapt its requirements and regulations 
to the exigencies of the situation, aud pro- 
vide for and against emery gm impossible 
to be foreseen and specifically provided for 
pe statute. It is neither jast nor fair to drive the 
citizen to protracted and expensive litigation in 
the courts to assert every right that may be vio- 
lated or redress every wreng and injury that may 
be inflicted by improper management. For rail- 
roads to do this is to substantially deny to the oiti- 
zens justiee, as to assert his rights and redress his 
wrongs in thia way would often cost him more than 
the rights violated would be worth and would tend 
to increase his oppression and impoverish- 
ment. To prevent discrimination and exorbitant 
charges and insure adequate facilities for the 
transportation of all the products of the State 
to market withont delay is of such momentous im- 
portance to the commerce and prosperity of the 
yoosse of the Commonwealth as to make it impera- 

ive that the General Assembly shall proviae the 
most efficient means to effect these purposes con- 
templated and demanded by the organic law of the 
State. After the most protracted and exhaustive 
discussion in the Congress of the United States, in 
which all interests were represented with zeal, in- 
dustry, and ability, a Railroad Commission was 

f it was important to inter-State corm- 
merce, it is ne less so to commerce within 
the State, that a Railroad Commission shall 
be created to supervise it. I do not believe 
it wise or practical ror the. Legislature to under- 
take to predetermine freight rates. A commission 
ought to consist of not less than three members, 
who shonld be most carefully guarded from the 
temptations incideut to such a position, and they 
should not be interested in the stock, bonds, or 
ownership of any carrier, and sheuld, in my opin- 
ion, engage in no other vocation. The duties of the 
position will require all the time of the best men 
that can be appointed, and there onght to be no 
conflict between public duty and private interests, 
Their salar ies ought to be liberal, that the best tal- 
ent and ability for the work may befhad.” 

The message is creating comment in railway 
circles. lt is expeeted that the Legislature will 
adopt the suggestions of the Gevernor in the 
matter of a Railroad Commission.

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MR. MARQUAND’S PRINOCELY 
GIFT 10 THE MUSEUM. 
JTHIRTY-THREE IN THE PRESENT DONA-: 
TION AND TWO GIVEN FORMERLY, 

ALL NOW ON EXHIBITION. 

The valuable paintings presented to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the news of whioh 
was published exclusively in TH» TIMES of yes- 
terday, are now on exhibition in the new East- 
ern Gallery, O, of the museum. They were 
loaned to the Museum some time ago by Mr. 
Marquand and have never been remeved. 

Mr. Marquand made his prinoely zift in a let- 
ter to the Executive Committee, which met 
Tuesday. This letter stated that the denor had 
noiiced with pleasure the public interest mant- 
fested in the pictures, and, being convinced: 
that the collection would be of greater service 
in a public gallery than in any private one, he 
had determined to offer the pictures uncondi- 
tionally to the Trustees of the Museum. He re- 
quested, however, that the paintings should be 
kept together as far as possible. That this re-’ 
quest will be complied witn is probable, for they 
are now together and entirely alone, with ex- 
ception of two Rembrandts that are the prop- 

erty of Mr. Hexury O. Havemeyer. The Executive 
Committee of the Museum has called a meeting 
of the Trustees, to be held to-day at 1 o’clock at 


the nouse of Mr. D. O. Mills, when action will 
be taken on the generous offer of Mr. Marquand. 
There is no doubt at all that it will be accepted. 
‘The collection comprises 35 pictures, as Was 
stated py THE TIMES yesterday. Two of these, 
a Crome and « Gainsborough, had already been! 
resented to the museum by Mr. Marquand in 
888. The former, ** Hautbeis Common,” is 4 
landscape panel, 23 by 35 inches, and the latter 
represouts a girl of about 10 years of age, evi- 
dently a portrait, and a cat, a group of trees 
serving aS u background. The pieture is On & 
canvas 59 by 47 inches. 
Of the pictures in the present gift, therefore,, 
there are 33. They may be briefly indicated as 
follows:

Roosevelt and granddaughter of the Jate ex- 
Judge Roosevelt, to Baron Clement Zedlitz will 
take place at Grace Church in the latter part of 
this month. Miss Roosevelt is about 19 years 
old, and a large property will be hers when she 
is of age. The Baron is an officer in the German 


Army, and has estates in Silesia. Miss Roose- 
velt is now at the Buckingham Hotel with her 
mother, Mrs. Cornelia L. Roosevelt, aud the 
Baron is at the Windsor. 

Baron Zedlitz insisted on an ante-nuptial set- 
tlement, by which he should contract not to 
elaim Miss Roosevelt’s property after she be- 
came his wife, as he would beentitled to do un- 
der German law. Accordingly Mrs. Reosevelt, 
as the guardian of her daughter, brought a 
friendly suit in the Supreme Courtof the nature 
of anaction in chancery against Alfred Roose- 
velt and William C. Roesevelt, guardians of ber 
daughter's estate, her daughter, and the Baron. 
Baron Zedlitz and his counsel, Mr. Bartlett; 
George H. Yeaman, and ex-Judge Charles A. 
Peabody for Mrs. Roosevelt, and Mr. Roesevelt 
appeared before Judge O’Brien yesterday to 
settle the matter. 

Testimeny was given by Baron Zedlitz to show 
his standipg and position in Germany and Mr. 
Yeaman, Frederick Roosevelt. and Horace C. 
Duval declared that Miss Roosevelt should be 
allowed $12,000 for ber treusseanu, and that she 
would need, to maintain her position in society, 
her entire income of $18,000a year. She has 
an undivided one-sixth interest in an estate the 
income from which is about $100,000, and in 
April, 1887, her guardians held for her benefit 
$239,348 54. Judge O’Brien signed the find- 
ings on the testimony.

CHURCH TRUSTEES ANGRY 


ALLEGING OALHOLIC INFLU- 
HENOB ON OILY OFFICERS. 
LETTER'FROM THE MANAGERS OF THE 
CHURCH OF THE REDEEMER TO THE 

SINKING FUND COMMISSION, 

Renewed interest was given yesterday to 
the controversy between the Vestry of the 
Episcopal Church of the Redeemer and the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the city. 
The church has eccupied 12 lotsa of land owned 
at Park-avenue and LEighty-first- 
street, since 1864, under a permit from the 
Common Ceuncil. The Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners sought to evict the church from tbe 
land if it did not purchase it. After some litiga- 
tion the church agreed to purchase eight of the 
twelve lots. 

At the last meeting ef the Sinking Fund Cem- 
mission in 1888 the sum of $67,500 was fixed 
as the price, and a clause was erdered to be put 
into the deed of sale restricting the: churoh from 
The restrictive 


ure that might obstruct the access of light and 
air to the 8t. Joseph’s Industrial Home, a Ro- 
man Catholic institution which oceupies the re- 
mainder of the block under a lease from the 
GiLY at a rental of $1 ayear. 

Rector Shackelford and the Vestrymen of the 
Church of the Redeemer now object to the price 
and to the restrictive clause proposed for the 


‘deed. They have expressed their objection ina 


very vivorous letter, in which they declare that 
they are being subjected to persecution at the 
instance of the Roman Catholics, Who want to 
get possession of the land they have oecunpied 
for a quarter of acentury under an agreement 
that made it subject to sale only when the abso- 
lute need of the city for money required its sale. 
When the letter was presented to the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners yesterday Recorder Smyth 
characterized it as “insolent” and objected to 
its reading. Mayor Grant thought it had better 
be read. It was read and it created a sensation. 

After reciting some historical features of the 
controversy and insisting that the chureh was 
entitled to possession of the land, under its 
license from the Common Council, uutil the city 
was compelled to realize money on its real es- 
tate to pay off its bonds, the letter asked: 


“If the ojty ia in need of tts real estate how is it 
that a certain Hebrew society still continues to 
hold, in direct violation of ite license, a large plot of 
city property in Seventy-seventh-atreet, between 
Lexington and Third avenues, upon which are 
erected buildings which are used for purposes quite 
foreign to any charitable or benevulent object ?”’ 

The letter then deslared the statement of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners to be untrue that 
the chureh had received notice that its title to 
the land was iy aaa: before it began to build a 
new ehuroh editice. On learning of the dispute 
it stopped building, and then, on the suggestion 
of an ex-Mayor, offered to pay $23,040 for the 

roperty, that being the estimated value of the

It is a hardship, under the circumstances, and 
after undisturbed possession of the property for 24 
years, to be forced to purchase it at any price, more 
especially when the valance of the entire square, 
which is also owned by the city, bounded by 
Highty-tirst-street, Madison-avenuo, and HKighty- 
second-streot, is now occupied by a Koman Catholic 
inetitution which never paid a cent to the city for 
it, which is a nuisance to the neighborhood, and 
which receives from the State $110 per capita per 
annum for its inmates.

to vacate. 

Such religious persecution in the interest of the 
Roman Catholic Church should not be tolerated in 
a great city like New-York and 1n this enlightonea 
age. 

Upon what basis of law or eqnily does the city 
make a proviso iu the proposed safe of the property 
to the Church of the Redeemer ** that the deed from 
the city to provide against encroachment, by any 
obstruction of light and air, upon the space between 
the church edifice and the adjacent buildings ovou- 

led by the Sisters of Meroy as the St. Joseph’s 

ndustrial Home’? Has not that institution sufii- 
cient light and air on three sides of three-quarters 
of an entire city block without paers an embargo 
upon a few feet of adjacent land at the northeast 
end of their large building?; Why should they be 
protected more than we? They are an expense to 
the city ana State; we are not. 

It is financially impossible for us to pay $67,500 
for the property. It is not worth it with its sur- 
roundings, but inasmuch as the fonndation of the 
pew church is laid we are willing to purchase the 
eight lots for $60,000, said amount to remain upon 
bond and mortgage at 4 per cent. perannum for 10 
years, and without any restricting clause in the 
deed of sale. This is all we are able w do, and, 
under the circumstances, it is farin excess of the 
price that we should be torced to pay.

PLANS OF FREE MASONS, 

Frank R. Lawrence, Grand Master of 
Masons 1n the State, said yesterday that the in- 
debtedness of the fraternity was paid off and 
that the yearly revenues of the Temple, $40,000, 
will now be devoted to the erection and main- 
tenance of the proposed Asylum for the Widows 
and Orphans of New-York State Masons. 

Mr. Lawrence also said that the fraternity 
had inits possession $100,000 in money, the 
proceeds of the fair held in this oity in 1887, 
which will be turned over to the asylum build- 
ing fund. He and the officers of the Grand 
Lodge willreport on the proposed site for the 
institution at the Morgsun-Butler farm near 
Utica before the end of this month. 

A great jubilee celebration will be held before 
er during next Spring to commemorate the pay- 
ing of the debt and the beginming of a worthy 
charity. The plan of the institution has not 
been fully decided upon, but the prevailing 
sontiment appears to be that it should at firat 
be devoted to the care and education of the little 
ones. Widows and indigent melmbers can be 
better cared for later. 





THE CITY’S LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

The annual report of the Board of Excise 
has been received by Mayor.Grant. It states 
that the total number of licensed places in the 
city is 8,780. The number, other than hetels, 
restaurants, and steamboats, is 6,820. It is 
Stated that there has been a decrease of 454 
during the year. ‘The increase in the number of 
storekeepers’ licenses is 173, aue chiefly to tho 
growth of the retail grocery business in the im- 
proved parts of the city. 

The Commissieners say: “While we have 
been careful not to exercise the power vested in 
us In 8UCD &@ Manner as to arbitrarily destroy 
the vaiue of property invested in the liquor 
traftic, we have been determined to prevent an 
increase, and, as far as might be, to 
effect @ decrease in the number of drinking 
places. * = * While a decrease has occurred 
in the number of licensed drinking places, we 
feel justified in saying that the efforts we have 
made to prevent unlicensed selling have been 
so far successiul that there is now no publie 
selling without license.”

AND GET VIGOROUS ANSWERS. 

All hands became excited at the hearing 
which the Park Commissioners granted yester- 
day to aggrieved and resentful property owners 
in the Twenty-third Ward. Fire was first struck 
after ex-Judge Granville P. Hawes finished an 
earnest protest against the petition of the Har- 
lem Railroad Company. to have One Hundred 
and VFifty-third and One Hunared and Fifty- 
sixth streets closed in order to save the ex- 
pense of building bridges across them and of 
depressing the railroad tracks below tho street 
grades. 

Although Judge Hawes’s argument was en- 
tirely respeetful, logical, and effective, John 8B. 


Haskin seemed te think that he coulda do better. 
The lien in him began to roar almost from the 
first words he spoke, and in a short time he was 
berating the Commissioners for a8 Mueh as en- 
tertaining any such proposition as that made by 
the railroad company. 

“Unless you eonsider it your first duty in this 
connection,” he said at last, addressing the Com- 
missioners, “to protect the rights of property 
owners against the encroachments of the rail- 
road, I for one shall use every possible infiuence 
to get the Legislature to repeal, as it should re- 
peal, the act conferring on you avy 6uckh despotic 
and damnable powers.” 

An outburst of handelapping and stamping 
from the crowd in the rear of the board room 
rewarded Mr. Haskin, whe seemed much pleased 
bg this indicatiou that everybody was with 

im. 

Commissioner Waldo Hutchins did not like it. 
He said he had understood that preperty 
owners preferred to leave this matter of open-* 
ing and Ciosing streets to a local board rather 
than to men from the interior counties. If he 
were mistaken, he did not intend totake further 
action, but, on the contrary, he would unite 
with property owners in seeking a repeal of the 
act. If any property owners present were dis- 
satisfied, he wanted them to speak up now, and 
then he would decline to proceed. 

A babel of voices rose toassure him that 
every body was satisfied to leave it to the Park 
Commissioners, and that Mr. Haskin had spoken 
only for himself. This quieted Mr. Hutchins. 

President Robb’s turn to get excited came 
next. It happened during the hearing on the 
petition for the revocation of the board’s order 
that part of One Hundred and Sixty-seventh- 
street be closed. Members of the Property 
Owners’ Association ot that section were there, 
and proceeded te free their minds in regard to 
the methods by which the order hada been 
secured. Some said that the fermer hearing 
had been improperly advertised. Others de- 
nounced the order as having been issued in the 
interest uf one man and to the injury of from 
400 to 500 other owners. 

Several of the speakers declared that Serreta- 
ry Brady of their association had been promised 
by Cemuwissioner Borden that he would be per- 
soually informed whenever the matter might 
eome up again, and that various members had 
been assured at the department that the scheme 
to have the street closed had fallen through. 
Then those interested in having {t closed came 
in slyly and got their order without notice to 
be. of the opposing property owners. 

Jornmissioner Robb bristled up when one 
speaker, with a knowing nod, said the thing had 
been “fixed.” As insinuations continued be be- 
came atill more disturbed, and when a gpay- 
haired Irishman thrust his hands in his pockets, 
and, leering at the crowd, said, ** Maybe it was 
done legal enough, but it wasn’t square,” the 
Preaident of the board turned crimson. 

**We have had too much of this talk,” he ex- 
Claimed angrily. ‘‘Now let us have some 
proofs. Who says the former hearing was not 
properly advertised? Whocan prove that he 
was assured of personal notice of a hearing? 
Where is Brady? Bring forward your proefs of 
these things and stop talking héarsay. Does 
avy one speak? No? Well, we will give you 
two weeks in which to gather your proofs and 
produce Brady. Until that time this hearing 
stands adjourned.” 

The hearings on the case over which Commis- 
sioner Hntchins and Mr Haskin warmed up, 
and on the case in relation to the depression of 
traeks on the Port Morris Branch of the Harlem 
Road, were adjourned to the same day. 





GRADING THER THAOCHERS. 


THE SYSTEM O¥ MARKING PRONOUNCED 
VERY BAD. 

The Board of Education yesterday re- 
ceived the first report of the special committee 
of eight appointed to investigate the operation 
of the examination and marking system in 
vogue at present. It will be considered at a 
special meeting Jan. 30. 

The decision of the committee is that the 
present system of marking and examination is 
bad, ‘‘ detrimental to the best metheds of edu- 
cation, and is in fast the cause of much that is 


now injuring and impairing the usefulness of 
our public schools.” The system 1s charavter- 
ized as a positive bugbear to teachers and chil- 
dren, and as “a wretehed failure the very 
purpose for which it was primarily’ established, 
that is, as a means whereby to judge of the 
capacity of the teacher, to ascertain and im- 
prove the methods of instruction, and to furnish 
& Means by which teachers ¢gac be graded on a 
fair and equitable basis.” 

The committee recommends that all teachers 
hoiding @ permanent license to teach (except 
principals) shall be classified in two grades, to 
be known respectively as teachers of the 
““maximum grade’’ and teacners ef the *‘stand- 
ard grade.” The classification is to be made 
ander the supervision and direction of the 
Committee on Teachers, 

The requirements tor the ‘maximum grade” 
teachers are that they shall have served in the 
public schools of the city for at least five suc- 
cessive years, and they must be equal tothe 
task of teaching unassisted. The notes and 
marks of the teacher during a peried of five 
years may be taken into consideration, but 
these cannot outweigh a persenal knowledge 
and opinion of the officials. When the Principal 
of a school reports that a‘** maximum grade” 
teacher is not up toe the requirements of that 
grade, the city Superintendent way have him 
or her transferred to the ‘‘standard grade.” 
The Principai of each school in which * waxi- 
mum” teachers are employed shali make a 
apecial report in regard to them twice each year. 





THE DREAM OF THE ALCHEMIST. 

A cablegram from Munich announces that 
Dr. Kruss, a chemist of that city, has succeeded 
in decomposing cobalt and nickel, both of which 
have hitherto been supposed to be elementary 
substances. 

If the facts are as alleged the discovery is one 
of great interest and importance to the scien- 
tific world. Prof. Charles F. Chandler of the 
School of Mines, Columbia College, said last 
night: ‘Yes, I have seen the dispatch, and 


thore is really notbiog tosay about it. I edo not 
believe it, and yet if it is true it will only be 
demonstrating what everybody hae believed to 
be true for years—that all of our supposed ele- 
nients are were combinations and alloys. 
Similar reports Lave eome te us before from 
long distant plaves and have not been sub- 
stantiated. Butin these days no man may say 
itis not true. Itis not much more than a cent- 
ury since air was found to be a composition, 
and revently we were informed that there were 
spectroscopic reasons for believing that hydro- 
geD Was 3 vombipation of two elements called 
helium and coronium. No, there can be no 
probable cenjecture even framed as to what the 
Gonstitueat elements of cobalt and nickel are 
until the report of the alleged decomposition is 
received.” 

Mr. A. R. Ledoux, an analytical chemist, also 
said the discovery, if true, would prove of vast 
interest and importance to the scientific world, 
and the details would be waited with impatience 
by chemists all over the United States. Itwould 
be aecomplishing something that men have 
been trying to do for years without an indica- 
tion of suceess. As to the means employed to 
produce the solution he thought it might be 
some heW process, the application of which to 
other elements would produce like results. If 
the statement is true, there would seem to be 
the opening up of a new field that, scientifically, 
might prove of intense interast. It would bring 
a step bearer to a demonstration the dreams of 
the ancient alchemists, that the precious metals 
were alloys and interchangeable, 





RESULT OF A BROKEN LE@. 

Nearly four years ago William J. Irwin of 
Orange, N. J., was arrested for an assault on 
Henry 58. Hiscock of 229 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh-streot, in which the latter's leg 
was broken. The Police Justice dismissed the 
case, and Hiscock sued for es in the 
Supreme Court and got a judgment for $7,500. 
Then he induced the District Attorney te have 
Irwin indicted. 

Irwin’s father furnished a bond, and Irwin 
was about to leave the General Sessions Build- 
ing yesterday when two Deputy Sheriits placed 
him under arrest in a civil suit grewing out of 
the judgement obtained against him im the 
Supreme Court. He was taken to Ludlow- 
Street Jail, and says that he would stay there 
any length of time sooner than bave his father 
pay the judgment.
